The ‘city attorngy, on Colonel Hall's 
request, has-sprepared , the. resolution. 
While it sets ferth some specific reduc- 
tions to be made, this is merely done as 
required under the *,rules ., governing 
such procedures.~, It is. a ‘basis to 
work upon and .can,.be,amended or 
changed during the investigation. . 

The resolution which willbe present- 
ed to council is as follows: + — 

“Be it resolved by the mayor and 
general council that the complaint filed 
by the city .af...Atlanta against the 
Georgia. Railway and Electric Compan 
with the’ railroad commissioners 0 
Georgi be' ahlerided by the city attor- 
ney and ‘said railroad commissioners be 
requested to investigate the charges 
for fare for transportation over its 
street car lines and that a reduction be 
ordered therein as follows towit: All 
patrons, on demand, be furnished six 
tickets for one quarter of a dollar, and 
furthermore, all school children and 
wérking people. be “furnished, on de- 
‘mand, eight tickets for a quarter of a 
dollar. sy 

“Said amendment shall set out the 
sum of five -.cents..now charged is ex- 
‘cessive in. view of the value of the as- 
sets devoted to street car purposes 
by said Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company as compared with the income 
received therefrom and the reductions 
as above set out should be made, espe- 
clally in view of the fact that the lo- 
cations of said street car lines are upon 
the public highways and such locations 
contribute most largely to the income 
of said company and these franchises 
are in the nature of public property 
and such other facts as shall set before 
the tommission fully the necessity for 
the reduction in fares prayed for in 
said amendment.” 

Unanimous in Demand. 

The Constitution presents some more 
interviews from citizens and members 
of council. The number could easily be 
swelled into the thousands, as the peo- 
ple of Atlanta are almost unanimous in 
their demand for a thorough investiga- 
tion of the street car rates. To get tax- 
payers and patrons of the street cars 
to say that they earnestly desire cheap- 
er car fares, if the financial condition 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company warrants. the reductions ask- 
ed for, only requires that they be asked 
the question. 

Among the many who have express- 
ed themselves as strongly favoring the 
investigation as demanded by The Con- 
stitution are the following: 

Alderman James B. Everett: “By all 
means, let the question of street car 
rates go before the railroad commis- 
gion. If the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company can afford to give us 
cheaper fares, it should be made to do 
80. I shall certainly vote for the reso- 
lution which will be presented in coun- 
cil Monday afternoon. Other cities have 
cheaper rates than Atlanta, and we 
want to Know why.” : 

Councilman Claude C, Mason: “I was 
among those who first advocated an 
investigation of the electric light ques- 
tion. Council has voted $5,000 for such 
an investigation, and it will cost only 
a very little, if any, more to take up 
both questions at the same time. We 
may be able to get cheaper rates for 
lighting and cheaper fares at the game 
time, and for the same costs.” 

VanDyke Favors Probe. 

Alderman Arthur H. VanDykKe: “I am 
in favor of the people of the city get- 
ting -from the utility corporations 
everything to which it is rightfully and 
proely entitled. We ought to have lower 
ates for lights and power, cheaper 
car fares and more cars, if the railroad 
commission finds that the corporations 
are in a financial position to grant us 
Buch concessions. Cheaper car fares 
will certainly benefit a very large num- 
ber of our people, and I am particularly 
pleased with The Constitution’s efforts 
to secure reduced ticket rates on the 
cars for our working people and school 
children. I see by The Constitution 
that other cities in our class have re- 
duced car fares, and we certainly ought 
to know why Atlanta does not get the 
same.” 

“It would be a great thing if we 
could have reduced street car fares, 
for it would benefit every class of 
people in the city,” s.id Chief of Po- 
lice. J. L. Beavers in talking of the 
matter. ‘It seems to me that a cor- 
poration ought to have a fair return 
on its investment, but when the re-

-A. M. Copeland, busimess agent of 
Atlanta’s Carpenters’ Unions: “I have 
always contended that 5 cgnts a ride 
was too much for any reguiar patron 


‘always wanted to see a lower rate se- 
cured. Especially should the rate be 
feduced for school children. It would 
astonish one to learn how many fami- 
lies in Atlanta who have children in 
school are really unable to pay that 
10:cents a day. Eight tickets for the 
quarter are few enough for the school 
child. I think the children should 
have a 2%-cent fare, As for the 
working men, I think they, too, should 
have a reduced rate.” 

Andrew McElroy, foreman of stone 
work at the federal prison: “If I had 
the making ‘of the street car tariff I'd 
certainly start work by giving the 
school children a big reduction in 
rates. The chilg ought to have ten 
tickets for the quarter. That would 
be two rides ‘to the one ‘the school 
child now buys. It has been said 
often enough for it to be generally 
known that there are families in At- 
Janta who can’t afford 5-cent fare for 
their children even when the weather 
is bad. Many a child is kept home 
from school bad days- because the par- 
ent can’t pay the toll and won't allow 
the child to expose itself to dangers 
incident to bag weather. And then 
the man who is forced by high rents to 
live far from his work is entitled to 
some consideration at the hands of 
the street car ‘people. Tliere should 
be a ont tariff during the early morn- 
ing and the late evening hours for 
these men so that they may, be’ able to 
be home more with their loved ones. If 
other cities can afford it,.why can't 
the Atlanta street car people?” 

O. C, Fuller, clerk of the United 
States court: “A cheaper rate than the 
flat 5 cents a ride seems to me but just 
and equitable. Just how many tickets 
a quarter should command is another 
thing, That quarter. should not. call 
for so many tickets ‘that the street car 
company: would be’ forced: to lose’ on 
the sale, but it certainly ought to buy 
more than five rides. At least. that’s 
the way I view the situation.. If other 
cities can -securera cheaper! rate, I am 
of the opinion that Atlanta ought to 
have the same advantages.” 

Help the School Childrem | 

N. H, Kirkpatrick,. secretary of ;the 
Atlanta Labor Temple _. Association: 
‘I can conceive of no reason Why At- 
lanta should not have cheap rates on 
the street cars. I notice by The Con- 
stitution this morning other.cities have 
the reduced rides, some of them as, low 
as 2% and $3 cents the ride. As far as 
I know, Atlanta is the only city of its 
size in:the country that pays a flat 
5-cent rate. Certainly other cities show 
a feeling for the school children, and 
the street car company here might do 
the same and not hurt itself. In fact, 
I think the car company would make 
money by giving the cut rate asked 
for. Seven or eight tickets for the 
quarter would prove a God-send to the 
working people of the city, as well as 
to their children, who now have to 
walk—good weather, bad weather—any 
old kind of weather. Yes, give us the 
cheap rate, even if it isn’t better than 
six tickets for the quarter.’ , 

William Robinson, Machinist, Union 
delegate to the Atlanta Federation: 
“In Atlanta the people support the 
corporation more generously than in 
almipst any city I have ever visited. 
Especially generous are the people 
with such utilities as the light and 
transportation companies. 
of the street car._company as to the 
number of people it carried during the 
past year shows conclusively that At- 
lanta isn’t made up of walking dele- | 
gates. It shows the people are liberal 
spenders with the street cars. At- 
lanta is, so The Constitution says this 
morning, about the only town in the 
country where nothing but a flat rate 
prevails. It’s true, 5 cents isn’'t.a great 
amount of money, but it’s a whole lot 
to many people in the city who have 
children to send to school. Just what 
basis the rate should have, I am not 
prepared to say, but certainly the basis 
should differ from the one now pre- 
vailing. Give the school children at 
least eight rides for the 5 cents—ten 
rides would be more like it, as I see it. 
Then, let the working people have 
some kind of reduced rates during cer- 
tain morning hours, and again late in 
the afternoon.

Speech Very Spirited. 

Some portions of Mr. Henry's 
speech were very spirited—almost bit- 
ter. “Is it not time,” asked Mr. Henry, 
“to inquire into those blackhand meth- 
ods of the financial mafia which ex- 
ist in this country?” 

He attacked the alleged money mo- 
nopoly in Wall street and assumed 
that ‘‘no effective investigation can be 
made into the ramifications of either 
currency legislation, the trusts and in- 
terstate commerce corporations unti] 
congress understands the metnods of 
the insidious and almost supreme 
money power. 

“Shouldn't we know something of 
the depth of villainy to which this 
financial mafia will descend,” Mr 
Henry continued, “before we rewrite 
Our currency laws? .Wouldn’t it be 
better to probe deeply into that hidden 
and mysterious side before we swal- 
et" ag Aldrich plan?

BY LUNACY TRIAL 


of Harriman’s. Coat 
Sues His Prose- 


cutors. 


Judge E. B. Thomas, a wealthy cit- 
izen anfi justice of the peace at Kirk- 
wood, filed suit for $25,000 damages 
against E. M. Willingham and 8. M. 
Ransome, declaring that the defend- 
ants defrauded him out of $4,000-and 
then endeavored to have him sent to 
the Milledgeville insane asylum to 
prevent him pressing the suit he insti- 
tuted to recover his money. 

Judge Thomas is well known in At- 
lanta, where he is a noticeable figure 
during hot political campaigns, and 
was at one time confidential secretary 
to Georgia’s war governor, Joseph E. 
Brown. He is one of the wealthiest 
citizens of Kirkwood, and has large 
holdings there. He alleges that the 
trial for lunacy, though he was freed, 
practically ruined iis business and de- 
stroyed the confidence of his neigh- 
bors, 

The real estate deal which originat- 
ed the trouble caused a suit to be filled 
by Judge Thomas to recover the prop- 
erty on September 4, 1911. On Sep- 
tember .11, 1911, S. M. Ransome, al- 
leged to have been in conspiracy with 
Willingham, swore out a writ of lu- 
nacy against the judge. Nineteen 
days later he was tried and freed, be- 
ing declared a person of sound mind. 

Judge Thomas is the husband of one 
of the most famous mediums in the 
state, and is himself a man of remark- 
able personality. Almost a year ago' 
The Constitution printed a long story 
about the old judge and a coat which 
was presented him by E. H. Harriman, 
the railroad wizard. Through ' the 
properties of the coat of the great 
financier, the judge told a reporter 
that much of the wisdom whereby he 
made a fortune in Kirkwood real es- 
tate was gained. 

He stated at that time that he was 
worth over $100,000, and that his hold- 
ings would increase in value as time 
passed. He is one of the two surviv- 
ing members of the club of confeder- 
ate veterans who agreed to attend each 
other’s funerals. Dr Amos Fox is the 
other member now alive.

Washington, February 17.—The 
Hardwick “sugar trust” investigating 
committee, after many weeks of open 
hearings here and in New York, ana 
almost continuous work since last 
May, reported to the house today thar 
a sugar trust exists. The report, 
which isesigned by all the members 
of the committee, republicans as well 
as democrats, makes no recommenda- 
tion whatever as to how the alleged 
trust and those responsible for it 
shall be dealt with, suggesting that 
this phase of the situation is one 
to be handled by a standing committee 
of the house, 

As to the effect of the combine on 
the cost of sugar to the consumer, 
the committee xpresses the belief 
that monopoly kéeps the price up, Dut 
makes no attempt to fix accurately 
the extent to which reasonable prices 
that might exist under competitive 
conditions are exceeded. 

The Promoters “Unloaded.” 

The report severely condemns the 
original promoters of the sugar trust, 
but describes the 
ers of the stock of the American Su- 
gar Refining Company as “innocent 
purchasers” of profitable stock whicn 
was, unloaded on them by the few 
men who organized the sugar trust. 

Henry O. Havemeyer is given creair 
for the organization of the combina- 
tion, and of him the report Says: 

“That this colossal speculation has 
come through with success and today 
stands on an _ established business 
basis is due to the genius of its archi- 
tect rather than to any of the re- 
straining powers of society expressea 
in law.”

The committe charges that since the, 
organization of the American Sugar 
Refining Company in 1891, it has re- 
peatedly violated the Sherman law. 

“At the time it was chartered,” says 
the report, “the Sherman law had been 
in force more than six months, and 
both its Organization and existence, 
coupled with its methods of doing 
business, was, as the testimony seems 
to indicate to your committee, a pal- 
pable and continuing violation of the 
Sherman law.’ 

The report continues: 

“And yet no serious attempt was 
made (prior to November, 1910) to in- 
voke the eivil remedies provided by 
the anti-trust law against the corpor- 


ation. It is also to be noted that the 
government has not, even up to the 


present time, so far as has appeared, 
made any effort to enforce the penal 
provisions of the Sherman law.” 


Many Violations of Law. 


Twenty-one actions in the organiza- 
tion and operation of the sugar trust 
which the committee believes were 
violations of the Sherman law, are 
enumerated, and after’ tracing the 
growth of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company and discussing it’s alleg- 
ed vercapitalization and sale to its 
presént owners, the report says: 

“These salient facts indicate with 
supreme emphasis the basic condition 
of the problem. uncovered by this com- 
mittee: That we have in this gov- 
ernment ample machinery for rigid in- 
quisition into the property of these 
18,000 people, and for suits to decom- 
pose that property into its original

Refining Margin on Sugar. 


The refining margin on sugar has 
reached a trifle over 82 cents a hun- 
dred pounds, according to the report. 
This was lowest during the Arbuckle 
war in 1899, fifty cents, and prior to 
the organization of the “trust” in 1887 
was $1.25 The committee gives no 
credit to. ‘the trust for reducing . the 
cost of sugar, but reports that in 1870 
sugar cost 13144 cents a pound and in 
1911 the price of sugar was 4.97 cents 
a pound. It reports that in 1910 the 
world’s supply of sugar was 17 ,900,000 
tons, of which 50.5 per cent was beet 
sugar. . 

The consuming coun- 
tries of the world were, the United 
Kingdom (86.3 pounds per capita) and 
the United States (81.6 pounds per cap- 
ita). 

The committee followed instructions 
@ reporting whether the existance of a 
trust had any tendency to decrease the 
price of sugar cane and beets to the 
producer. It reported that the Louis- 
iana cane grower is discriminated 
against by an arbitrary ruling of the 
trust, but that the Hawlian planter is 
independent. Of the beet sugar grow- 
ers the report says:

It. is pertinent to call attentio hg 
another act which was also pushed 
through the closing session of the 
legislature of 1909, providing for such 
mergers as that now contemplated by 
the Georgia Railway and Power Com- 
pany. The best lawyers in Georgia 
know that this act will not stand the 
test of the courts and it is going to be 
tested in the courts. 

In Mr. Smith’s three-column. cor 
poration article in The Journal the 
following statement is made: “No at 
torney to my knowledge has ever in- 
vestigated the titles thereto without 
approving the same as good.” For 
the information of Mr. Smith we will 
state that a brief 30-odd pages long 
on the ownership of Tallulah Falls 
was prepared by a western lawyer, 
employed by the writer, whom it took 
upwards of a month to prepare the 
brief. I said to the lawyer: “I desire 
to know the truth. If Georgia owns 
the falls, I desire to know it. If Geor- 
gia does not own the falls, I can face 
that.” It will be observed that the 
lawyer was a patriot and honest and 
the work was not done for the color 
of yellow gold, but for the love of 
truth, of square dealing, of civic right: 
eousness. This brief was received by 
we about the 20th of November. A 
great southern lawyer, as great a one 
as there is on this continent, after 
giving careful study to the brief, wrote 
me. I quote his exact language: “A 
careful study of the brief which you 
sent makes it reasonably certain that 
the power company is a mere criminal 
trespasser, with no rights on the 
river which the state is bound to re 
spect.”

Vienna, February 17.—Count Alois 
Lexa von Aehrethan, Austro-Hunga- 
rian minister of foreign affairs, died 
this evening. Count von Aehrenthal 
had been suffering for the past month 
from leucocythaemia, a disease char- 
acterized by profound changes in the 
blood and internal organs, and no 
hopes were entertained for his recov- 
ery. 

During the day he received an auto- 
graph letter from Emperor Francis 
Joseph, accepting his resignation and]! 
bestowing upon the minister the bril- 
liants of the grand cross of the order 
of St. Stephen. In this letter the emper- 
or expressed regret that it was nec- 
essary, betause of the state of his 
health, for Count von Aehrenthal, to 
ask again to be relieved of office. He 
reaffirmed his confidence in the for- 
eign minister and his policy, which had 
been carried out under difficult cir- 
cumstances and concluded with “warm- 
est thanks for your faithful and dis-} 
tinguished services to my house and| 
monarchy.” |

HARMON’S VIEWS 
ON REFERENDUM 


Ohio Governor Says He Has 
Been Misrepresented. 
Quotes Jefferson. 


Columbus, Ohio, February 17.—De- 
claring that. under. the present repre- 
sentative form of government, the peo- 
ple are just as much their own mas- 
tersassthey would be under the injtia- 
tive and referendum, and denying that 
in a recent speech before the Ohio 
constitutional convention, he ‘took a 
stand against the latter fonm of gov- 
ernment, Governor Judson Harmon to- 
night quoted Thomas Jefferson as au- 
therity for his statements. : 

Mr. Harmon stated that he had been 
misrepresented as saying that the peo- 
ple of Ohio were unfit to govern them- 
selves, when he really said they had 
successfully governed themselves for a 
hundred years. His signing the meas. 
ure permitting the initiative and ref- 
to become effective in Qhio 
municipalities was set forth as evi- 
dence that he is not an opponent of 
the initiative and referendum. That 
it should be given a fair trial in these 
cities and villages before becomng 
state-wide, however, Mr. Harmon still 
maintains. 

In evidence of the fact that it should 
be proved a success in smaller commu- 
nities first, the governor quoted Thom- 
as Jefferson as saying. “Such a goy- 
ernment is evidently restrained to a 
very narrow limit of space and popu- 
lation. I doubt if it would be. prac- 
ticable beyond the limits of a New 
England township.” 

The representative form of govern- 
ment was advocated by Jeff 


Grant to make the race for mayor this 
year, and those who will undertake to 
get the signatures say that they be- 
lteve there will be such a popular de- 
mand made for him to enter the race 
that he cannot refuse. They also say 
that if Mr. Grant is urged by a suffie 
client number of voters and taxpayers 
other prospective candidates may be 
induced to give him a clear field. 

There was a similar movement start. 
ed two years ago, and was only stopped 
becausé Mr. Grant stated positively 
that he would not be a candidate. 

Mr. Grant has served two years as 
a councilman and three years as an 
alderman from the sixth ward and re- 
tired from public life the first of the 
year. While in council he was chair- 
man of the finance committee and 
proved himself to be a very able, effi- 
elent and valuable city. official. 

When asked Saturday afternoon by 
The Constitution if he would make the 
race for mayor if there was a popular 
demand made for him to do so, he re- 
plied: 

“I am now out of politics after giv- 
ing much of my time to the city for 
the past five years. I want to rest a 
while at least. I do not say that I 
will never again seek a political office, 
but I want to remain in private life 
just at present. I feel very grateful 
if any of my friends are eee | 
themselves in my behalf, but I do not 
desire to become a candidate for any 
office this year.” 


PROBE TO STRIKE 
WAR DEPARTMENT 


Gen. Ainsworth Summoned 
and Is Is Expected He Will 
Tell Many Things. 


Washington, February 17.—Investi- 
gation of the war department as an 
outgrowth of the differences between 
the secretary of war and General Wood 
and former Adjutant General Ains- 
worth, which culminated in the latter’s 
retirement after a threatened court- 
martial, now practically is assured. 

General Ainsworth was subpoenaed 
today to appear Monday before the 
house committee on expenditures in the 
war department. He was directed to 
produce papers of the department re- 
lating to the charges against Major 
BL. B. Ray, but members of the com- 
mittee, including Chairman Helm, ad- 
mitted General Ainsworth would be 
asked about many other things, and 
that the entire administration of the 
war department would be probed. 

In addition to this phase of the in- 
quiry, the house committee on military 
affairs, of which Representative Hay 
is chairman, on Monday will act on a 
resolution introduced by Representa- 
tive Watkins, of Louisiana, calling 
upon the secretary of war to produce 
all papers, correspondence and orders 
having any bearing on the letter of 
Secretary of War Stimson to General 
Ainsworth, setting forth the charges 
of insubordination which led to his 
retirement, 

Chairman Hay said today his com- 
mittee would report the  regolution 
favorably and undoubtedly it would 
be passed. These papers when pro- 
duced undoubtedly will be turned over 
to the military affairs committe and 
will be thoroughly examined. What 
the committee would do in th matter, 
after examining the papers, Mr. Hay 
said was problematical. 

In the expenditures committee the 
inquiry is to extend into affairs of the 
war department affecting insular pos- 
sessions. Though*Chairman Helm has 
not indicated how far the committee 
would go, it was reported that General 
Edwards, chief of the bureau of insu- 
lar affairs, woukl be summoned as a 
witness. Conduct of affairs in the 
Philippines and Porto Rico is said to 
be a matter which the committee 
wishes to probe, and they believe Gen- 
eral Ainsworth can be of service in 
this matter.

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REBEL RAIDERS 
BUSY IN MEXICO 


There 1s No Improvement in 
Revolutionary Situation, 


People Are Fleeing From the 
Interior to the Border. 
The City of Torreon Is Be- 
sieged by a _ Force of 
Rebels. 


Mexico City, February 17.—Notwith- 
standing their threats to attack the 
city before the end of the week, the 
rebels are yet regarding Torreon from 
a distance. Communication with that 
town by telegraph was restored this 
afternoon and the few pr vate mes- 
sages that have been sent out indi- 
cate no creat change and no improve- 
ment in the revolutionary situation. 
The commander of the garrison be- 
lieves he will be able to repel the at- 
tack. 

Private advices received today and 
written some four days ago are that 
the city is beginning to feel the ef- 
fects of a siege. The broken railroads 
have made it impossible to renew food 
gupplies. Most of the Americans and 
many of the other foreigners have left 
the city. . 

It is not the rebel force the people of 
Torreon fear so much as the horde of 
individuals likely to take advantage 
of the rebel assault. One man, in @ let- 
ter, stated that already there were 
camped about the place hundreds of 
Indians from the neighboring haciendas 
and mills, awaiting the day when they 
can join in the looting. Many of the 
men had brought with them burros on 
which to carry off their plunder. 

Many Rebel Raids. 

Reports from various parts of the 
republic tell of rebel raids and small 
uprisings in distant points. One of the 
most intersting to the capital is that of 
Apizaco, a station on the Mexican rail- 
way, in the state of Tlaxcatla. Last 
night a body of rebels entered the 
town, overpowered the small garrison, 
relieved the soldiers of their guns and 
ammunition an dieft without doing any 
looting. Other towns in the same state 
are reported to be menaced by the 
same band. 

From Oaxaca official news has been 
received of the defeat of a body of reb- 
els who wereorganized a few days ago 
in Etla of that state. 

Texilutlan, Puebli, occupied yester- 
day ‘by rebels was evacuated today. The 
rebels bore away the guns of the local 
garrison and a quantity of supplies, 
but no looting was reported. A portion 
of the garrison is said to have joined 
the rebels. 

Since the establishment yesterday of 
a censorship at Cuernavaca, the only 
news from that district has been that 
of the promise of a battle tomorrow 
in which assurance is given that a 
crushing defeat will be administered 
the folgjwers of Zapata. 

People Are Fleeing. 

Laredo, Texas, February 17,—Refu- 
gees from the interior of Mexico, in- 
men, women and children, 
reached the border today. Many fami- 
lies will remain here until quiet is re- 
stored. <All say that fear of possibili- 
ties rather than actual happening has 
induced them to leave their homes in 
Mexico. 

The entire western portion of the re- 
public is cut off from telegraphic and 
railway communication, The Laredo 
route is the only one open. 

Gomes Accepts Presidency. 

San Antonio, Texas, February ‘17.— 
Emilio Vasquez Gomez tonight issued a 
‘manifesto accepting the provisional 
presidency of Mexico. He subscribes 
to the plan of Tacubaya, which, he 
says, was written while he was an 
exile in a foreign land. He reiterated 
that he has taken no part in the pres- 
ent affairs of Mexico except to write 
to the press and a few friends in Amer- 
ica. He asserts that the Madero gov- 
ernment should be overthrown because

The Story of the Deserted Mother. 
Jane Wood, whose white hair,, lus- 
terless eyes and stooped shoulders 
show the marks of eighty-four years, 
has spent forty-five of them in the 
poorhouse. She will tell you that be- 
fore she was married, for love with its 
fulfillment at the marriage altar once

ANY of my. correspondents 
) M complain that they are 

’ emerging from Winter with 
“disgraceful looking hands.” I do 
not suppose that this statement is 
really true. Americans, and espe- 
clally American girls, are prone te 
extravagance in conversation. What 
they mean, as I learn by reading 
their letters further for particulars 
in this bill of complaint, is that tl 
hands look rough and red. 

Don’t mourn those reddened, coarse- 
looking bands. You will only etch 
lines in your face and cause the 
musclee to sag as muscles do early 
in life tf they have not been upheld 
by a cheerful disposition and the 
facial exercise that laughter brings. 
Besides all force is wasted that is 
not used in upbuilding new condi- 
tions or in remedying old ones. 

What is to be done with those red 
bands? 

First, do not expose them to sud- 
den changes of temperature. 

Don’t plunge them into hot water 
and draw them out of the hot water 
and dry them in a cold room. Sleep 
in a cold room by all means, but 
don’t dress in one. If there are no 
Means to make your bedroom 
warm for the morning toilet dress 
in some part of the house that is 
warmed, if necessary by the kitchen 
stove. Cold followed by heat or ths 
opposite extreme is sure to red- 
den the hands and to coarsen the 
texture of their skin. 

Second, do not wear tight gloves.

I 
am glad toseethat Fashion is recog- 
nizing this and giving her endorse- 
ment to the practice of wearing 
gloves a half or whole size too large, 
so that the glove will wrinkle a 
trifle over the hand and look as 
though the wearer were comfort- 
‘able. Wear gloves that are other- 
wise comfortable, that is, that do 
not irritate the skin. For Summer 
cotton or very thin suede, silk or 
chamois are best, Suede are 
best in Winter, because they are 
softer than most other materials 
used by the glover in providing his 
stock. Woollen gloves may be worn 
over the gloves, but I do not advise 
wearing them next to the skin, for 
they chafe the skin, making it 
rough. 

Third, do not wash them in water 
too often while they are in the 
coarse, reddened state. Remove the 
dust or grime when possible by rub- 
bing oll or cold cream over the 
hands and afterwards carefully wip- 
ing them. When you wash them in 
water jet it be in merely warm 
water. Into this you may drop a 
teaspoonful of powdered borax to a 
quart of water, or in the same 
amount of water a dessertspoonfu!. 
of liquid ammonia or a half dozen 
drops of tincture of benzoin. Ail 
these will whiten the skin... If you 
crop in the water a handfu! of bran 
or oatmeal! it will soften and whiten 
the hands. 

Drying the Hands is as important 
as washing them. in the first place 
don’t thoroughly dry them, but 
rather leave that task half done, 
and pour over the hands a haif 
dozen or more drops of glycerine. If

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An Ingenious 


T Whitby, in Yorkshire, may 
A be seen an ingenious de 
vice specially designed for 
carrying out marine work. It is 
nothing less than a travelling stage, 
so devised that it can be made to 
walk out to its work and return to 
shore again when desired. It is 
now being used for the construc- 
tion of concrete breakwaters and is 
the invention of the engineers cal- 
rving out this work, Messrs. W. 
Hill & Co. Like many other contrl 
vanees, it is absurdly simple, and 
the wonder .is that the idea has 
never been conceived before. 

The machine has eight legs and 
feet, four of which are used at a 
time when in motion, There are 
two massive steel framework struc- 
tures, one inside the other, the 
outer being square and the inner 
rectangular, the latter being some- 
what smaller than the other. The 
legs, comprising stout members, 
which can be moved up and down 
vertically for a considerable dis- 
tance, are fitted at the corners of 
each stage and are pointed at the 
lower end to secure a firm grip 
upon the rocky seabed. 

The walking action is secured as 
follows: The outer frame has its 
front legs lowered until the spuds 
or feet secure a grip upon the sea- 
bed. The iegs of the inner stage 
are then raised to clear ail ob- 
structions when the stage is moved 
forward the full extent of its travel, 
which brings it against the forward

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Farming 10,000 Miles of Sea Bottom 


for Food for the Whole United States $e

to be taken up under the direct agri- 

cultural management of our Govern- 
ment. It extends over at least 10,000 square 
mifes and will yield annual crops that will 
contribute not only to the enrichment of the 
entire population of the United States, but 
acually feed them as well. 

Most remarkable of all the features of this 
farm is the fact that it is not located on land 
at all, but out in the ocean. It is a vast 
marine “truck garden,” in which. the vege- 
tables actually plant themselves. And these 
vegetables—as usefu) for table purposes as 
tomatoes or string beans—are of huge size, 
being, in fact, the largest plants in the world, 
if exception be made of some giant trees. 

These plants, which are called “kelps,” are 
of a number of species. How good they are 
to eat is indicated by the circumstance that 
the Japanese consume 100,000,000 pounds 
of them annually, converting the marine veg- 
etables into at least sixty different market- 
able products, every one of them deemed @ 
delicacy. But—and this is a matter of ut- 
most importance—they are likely to prove 
most valuable of all as a source of potash 
salts—derived from the sea water—in which 
they are extraordinarily rich,

The Fisheries Bureau steamer Albatross, 
during the last Summer made, at the request 
of the Department of Agriculture, a thorough 
exploration of the kelp fields, which extend 
all the way from California to the western 
end of the Aleutian Chain. There are vast 
beds of the plants off the Straits of Fuca and 
the southeast coast of Alaska. Samples of 
many species were obtained, and were sent 


to the Bureau of Soils for analysis, with a 
view to ascertaining the percentages of pot- 
ash, fodine and other useful substances con- 
tained in them. : : , 

The stems of one species are sometimes 
300 feet in length, each ohe bearing at the 
top a huge air-bulb, from which a tuft or 
frond of streamer-‘ike leaves 30 to 40 feet 
long extends. Yet the stalk itself is no 
thicker than a window cord, very strong and 
flexible. The bulbs, by the way, often hold- 
ing several gallons, are used by the Eskimos 
as receptacles for whale oil. 

The kelps are not mere floating growth, 
like the seaweeds of the Sargasso Sea in 
the North Atlantic, but are attached by 
their stems to the rocks of the bottom. 
Doubless, when we undertake the business 
of harvesting them, we shall collect them 
as the Japanese do, by means of -drags and 
grapples, tearing them loose. But immense 
quantities of them can be gathered off the 
coast of southeast Alaska and elsewhere in 
the shallows by wading or in small boats. 

These remarkable vegetables do not bear 
flowers, but. like other kinds of seaweeds, 
reproduce themselves by means of “spores,” 
which correspond to seeds. Gigantic as they 
are, they are merely annuals, like lettuce 
and beets, developing anew each year. All 
of the plants grown ip the vast marine gar: 
dens here described die each Winter and are 
replaced by others which start from spores 
in the Spring. Thus it may be said literally 
that they plant themselves. And so the 
fields are capable of furnishing inexhausti- 
ble crops annually, without putting anybody 
to the trouble of replanting. They sow 
themselves, and all the farmer has to do is 
to come along and reap the harvest, 

Up to the present time, however, ali of this 
vast yearly crop has been allowed to go to 
waste. Representing a value of nobody 
knows how many millions of doliars annually 
as food and for other purposes, it Is per- 
mitted to pass out of existence ungarnered, 
perishing and dy decay, returning its ma- 
terial to the waters. The case is exactly as 
if an immense arda of land in the United 


States were spontaneously producing an an-. 


nual crop of peas, beans and other garden 
truck, to no purpose, all of it being per- 
mitted to rot, rather than take the trouble 
to harvest it. 


HE fear that we are exhausting nature's resources belongs to 
the weakling, the ignorant, the unthinking.

Although only the leaves are good for food, 
these, as already sfated, are of great size. 
The Japanese first dry them on the beaches 
in the sun, the stems being out off, and then 


subject them to a manipulation which results 
in obtaining from them an astonishing va- 
riety of products wholly different from each 
other. Thus they start in by scraping off 
the green outside coat of the fronds, which 
makes one kind of table delicacy, much esa- 
teemed. ‘Then, by further scraping, shred- 
ding and slicing of the substance on the leaf 
they produce dozens of other articles which 
are adapted for various food ‘purposes, 
eventually appearing in the markets in the 
form of sheets, crisp sticks, sugared sweet- 
meats and in powdered shape—as ae sort of 
“curry” for rice, and even as a “tea.” 

Europeans living in Japan find these kelp 
vegetables delicious. They are also exceed- 
ingly nutritious. All of them are known un- 
der the general name of “kombu,” and sales 
of them in Japan and in China, whither they 
are exported, are enormous and steadily in- 
creasing. They enter into the dietary of 
every Japanese family, having been utilized 
as food ever since 1730, and in the city of 
Osaka alone forty-five factories are engaged 
in the manufacture of various forms of 
“kombu.” 

The especies of kelps thus used by the 
Japanese are the same as those found on our 
own shores. But they have no such vast 
fields of these wonderful vegetables as occur 
along our northwest coast. Inasmuch as this 
is an extremely cheap source of food, there 
is every reason why we should try to make 
the most of it, with a view. to keeping down 
the steadily-rising cost of living There 
would be no great difficulty in gathering the 
plants In unlimited quantities; curing them 
by sun-drying, and either converting them 
into the final products in factories conven- 
lently located near the sources of supply or 
else shipping them in the crude state to all 
parts of the country.

in such situations as would render easy the 
harvesting of the annual crop.

One of the many methods of treatment 
adopted by the Japanese consists in dipping 
the entire frond in strong vinegar until it 
le thoroughly saturated, and then drying it 
in the open air.

Harnessing the Waves, 


of shipping in New York harbor are lifted 

to a height of over four feet and dropped 
the same distance by the tide. Over three-quar- 
ters of the surface of the globe nearly the same 
phenomenon takes place in fthe-course of every 
twenty-four hours. 

Al) that is the work of- the tides, which, In 
turn, are principally due to the pull of the moon 
upon our earth. If this force could be turned to 
practical account it would do all the mechanical 
work vow required ty man upon earth several 
times over. , 

The great problem is to turn this power to 
acceunt upon a large scale. It has already been 
put to use on a small scale. In many places 
along the New England cvast small saw mills 
and other mills are run successfully by the power 
of the tide. In these cases a whee) is usually 
placed in the water at the entrance of a creek or 
smal] river.- As the tide flows in it revolves the 
wheel, and produces power that works the mill. 
On the ebb tide the same result is obtained by 
ap ingenious mechanical arrangement of the wheel. 

The problem is therefore solved practically. 
The task of applying it on a vast scale ig now 
engaging the attention of engineers, 

he engineers will first make use of the tidal 
currents which accompany the force of the rising 
and the falling of the tides. Such currents are 
wel] known. and in some of our great rivers they 


T WICE every day all the millions of tons 


are of the utmost consequence. These currents 
of water can, like water streams of any other 
kind, be made to do useful work. We can, for 
instance, impound the rising water in a reservolr, 


and as the tide falle we can compel the inclosed 
water to work a water wheel before it returns to 
the sea. 

The area of the reservoir can be computed, 
which would retain sufficient water to work & 
water wheel of given horse power. It can be 
shown that the area of the reservoir necessary to 
impound water enoigh to produce one hundred 
horsepower would be forty acres The whole 
question is then reduced to a simple one of ex- 
pense. The steam engine worked by coal may 
be at present moré economical, but when the 
coal supply is a little further exhausted this will 
no longer be true. 

Associated with the force of the tides is the 
motion of the waves, which is also going on all 
day long over two-thirds of the surface of the 
globe. The motion of the waves alone would be 
sufficient to do all the work required by man 
several times over. The ideal solution is a ma- 
chine which would employ the power of the. tide 
and waves together. The difficulty of harnessing 
the waves lies in the fact that their power is ex- 
cessive and liable to wreck any machine connected 
with them. This difficulty, however, bas been 
overcome, since it has been possible to construct 
ships which are entirely beyond the power of 
any waves to wreck. 


Within a short time four practical methods of 
harnessing the waves have been patented. In 
one case the device consists of ea larZe square float 
to which four auxiliary floats are hinged. The 
rocking motion between the auxiliaries and the 
main float is utilized to operate a series of pis- 
tons pumping air inte a. compressed air tank. 
The compressed air tank and four pairs of cylin- 
ders are mounted on the main float. The piston 
rods are connected at their outer ends to the four 
floats and when these floats are rocked by the 
waves they serve to reciprocate the pistons and 
pump the air. This action takes place regard- 
less of the direction In which the waves are trav- 
elling, because the auxiliary floats extend in four 
directions. 

The second of these machines depends for its 
operation on a very ingenious application of the 
action of the waves. It is well known that the 
wave disturbance of the ocean does not extend 
to any great depth. It is the relative motion of 
the surface water with respect to the water at 
a considerable depth that is made use of in this 
case to generate power. 

A float is provided. from the centre of which 
projects down into the sea a shaft fitted at its 
lower end with a set of radial fins. When the 
float is rocked by the waves the sbaft tends to re- 
main vertical, owing to those fins. Mounted on 
the float are a series of cylinders provided with 
the usual pistons, which are connected to an ex- 


tension-of the vertical shaft just rererrea to. And 
while the pistons remain virtually fixed the cylin- 
ders. are reciprocated upon them by the rocking 
of the float The pistons serve to circulate oil 


through a rotary engine, which in turn drives the 
dynamo, and thus generates electricity When 
the wave motion becomes too violent an electric- 
ally operated bypass permits a portion of the oil 
to circulate without passing through the motor. 
and thus an excessive speed ie prevented. 

The third machine consists of a large crit 
placed in the water and having one end open 
so that the waves will wash up over the floor of 
the crib, as they do on an ocean beach. At the 
back of the crib are a pair of curved deflecting 
walls, beforé which is placed a triangular casing 
provided with a series of swinging doors or vanes. 

When the waves wash up over the floor of the 
crib they close the vanes against the casing, and 
divided by the prow of the casing, are directed 
against the deflecting walls. The rear of the tri- 
angular casing is open. permitting the water to 
flow through as the waves recede and strike 
against the rear faces of the vanes, causing them 
to open. The vanes are geared to a series of pis- 
ton rods, which operate the cylinders to fill a 
compressed air chamber. This chamber, by means 
of a pair of air motors, operates a dynamo and 
generates electricity, which may be conveyed to 
any desired spot, and utilized. 

In the fourth machine two floats are hinged 
to each other. and one carries a rack adapted to 
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the Moon-Drawn Tides and Rivers to Run All Our 


engage a pinion mounted on the other float. As 
the floats rock to and fro the pinion is rotated 
first ip one direction, and then the other, and this 
motion serves to pump air into a tank The air 


from the tank operates a pneumatic motor, which 
in turn, drives a dynamo, and generates electric- 
ity. In order to permit the floats to swing about 
in apy direction without danger of fouling the 
anchor lines, one of the floats is mounted on a 
swivel, which ig securely anchored. By means 
of contact wheels engaging contact rings on the 
swivel. the electricity generated is conveyed to ® 
pair of cables, which extend to the shore. 

We must not delay too long harnessing the 
tides, because some day they will cease, for the 
moon will present constantly the samie face to 
the earth fs at present going too fast, and conse- 
rotation of the earth. They constantly tend te 
bring the period of rotation of the earth to coin- 
cide with the period of revolution of the moon. 
As the moon revolves once in twenty-seven days 
the earth Is at present going toofast, and conse- 
guent!y the tidal control at the present moment 
endeavors to retard the rotation of the earth. 
The rotation of the moon long since succumbed 
to tida] centrol, but that was because the moon 
was comparatively small, and the tidal power of 
the earth was enormous. But the earth is large, 
and more massive than the moon; the tides raised. 
by the moon are but smal] and weak, and the 
earth. has not yet completely succumbed to the 
tidal action. But the tides are constant. They

These areas, according to the Government's 
eatitfiate, total about 120,000 square miles. Re- 
Claimed by drainage, at an average cost of $17 
an acre, they would support a population of 50,- 
000,000. One gets a notion of the extent of such 
lands in this country when it is said that if all 
of them were put together in a single patch they 
would very nearly cover the three States of IIlli- 
nois, Indiana and Obio. Florida is the wettest 
State, with 30,930 square miles of swamp, and 
Louisiana comes next with about half as great a 
swamp and overflowed area ea 

Already the business of draining our swamp 
lands has been taken up by the Government, and 
considerable areas have been reclaimed. The 
work eventually, doubtless, will be conducted 
under Federal auspices, on a ecale much greater 
than the irrigation of desert valleys in the West, 
for which nearly $70,000,000 has been expended 
up to date. For encouragement in the enterprise 
we have only to look abroad, where, in Holland 
and England, have been developed out of swamps 
and overflowed territory the finest agricultural 
lands in Europe. 

But many of our swamps contain vast deposits 
of peat, which itself is one of our very important 
unutilized resources. We have enormous areas 
of peat bogs, which are seemingly inexhaustible, 
because, through continued growth of the vegeta- 
tion which forms them, they renew themselves.

HE United States Government is about to take 
advantage of nature's resources in the Chesa- 
peake Bay—that great estuary which cuts 


Maryland almost in half. Through our failure to make 
proper and intelligent use of its muddy bottom, the 
bay represents to-day one of our greatest agricultural 
wastes. Its vast area is comparable in fertility to the 
valleys of the Nile and the Ganges; but it is adapted 
by nature for only one crop—the oyster. 

It is reckoned by the Government Fisheries Bureau, 
that, under proper management, the Chesapeake is 
capable of producing 360,000,000 bushels of oysters a 
year—that is. to say, about fifty times its present 
output. : 

Stop a moment and think of what this means. The 
last census gave the population of the United States, 
including Hawali, Porto Rico and Alaska, as 93,402,051 
men, women and children. 

.The entiré population of Alaska, Hawali and Porto 
Rico « approximately 1,350,000. The output of 360,- 
000,000 bushele of oysters from Chesapeake Bay would 
give every man.-woman and child in our country and

Speaking of coal is a reminder of the fact that 
the late Professor Edward Atkinson said that the 
threatened exhaustion of the supplies of that im- 
portant mineral need not alarm us at all, inas- 
much as, when it was all gone, a satisfactory sub- 
stitute for it could be obtained by growing alfalfa 
or other forage plants on a large scale, drying 
them and compressing them by water power into 
solid blocks for burning in stoves and furnaces. 

And this again calls to mind the fact that a cer- 
tain town in Canada is now getting ali of its illu- 
minating gas from sawdust. [ft is a town In 
which the production of lumber is the principal 
industry, aud mountains of sawdust accumulating 
about the mills had become a serious nuisance. 
No way to get rid of the stuff was thought of 
until the idea was suggested to distill it for gas 
By distillation the finest quality of illuminating 
gas is obtained from ft in quantities sufficient to 
supply all the needs of the community for cook- 


ing and lighting. 
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“As a matter of demonstrated fact. it i 
from the sun’s rays that fall in a tendihe 
to operate all the machinery of the world.” 
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If we could but find a satisfactory way of tap- 
ping that source directly, the task of heating 

and doing the work of our world wo 
accomplished. vibilins Ertaa 
Contrary to the general belief, the problem of 
taking power Wirectly from the sun has been practi- 
cally solved several times. Years ago John‘ Ericason 
devised an engine that would run by sun power. The 
defect of these devices hitherto has been that they 
are not applicable on a sufficiently large scale. The 
defect is now being overcome. Frank Shuman, a 
Philadelphia mechanical engineer, has invented a sun- 
absorber which has been extensively ordered for use 


. LL the heat in our universe comes from the gun, 
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its outlying territories nearly four bushels of oysters 
to eat each year! If one bay can be made to do this 
under intelligent management, why should there ever 
be any fear of an oyster famine, or why should oysters 
ever be beyond the reach of anyone who likes them? 
There are hundreds of other places in the world 
where oysters can be found. 

As it stands naw, the fisheries of the Chesapeake 
afford precarious employment for a few months in 
each year to about five thousand oystermen. Under 
the new intelligent management, it will give steady 
and profitable work to five hundred thousand. It pays 
the oystermen $2,000,000 a year for gathering the wild 
crop of bivalves; it ought to pay them, under cultiva- 
tion, not less than 60,000,000. 

Only a small part of the area of the Chesapeake that 
is suitable for oyster farming is now occupied by nat- 
ural beds. The area available for such culture is at 
least one thousand square miles, or 640,000 acres, which 
could easily be made to yield one hundred dollars per 
acre per annum! 

The bottom of the Chesapeake is covered with a 
fine black sediment, known as “oyster mud,” which is 
so rich that it putrefies in a few hours if exposed to 
the sun. Were the whole of this great estuary per 
manently emptied of water, its area would,afford the 
richest farming land in the world, and wouid doubtless 
be utilized for the production of immense quantities 
of garden truck. As the matter stands, however, it is 
capable of being made not less profitable through 
oyster culture. 

The only serious obstacle in the way is lack of 
proicction for planted oysters. No law in the State 
of Maryland gives any rights to the owner of a bed 
which he has created. In one instance a farmer raised 
300,000 bushels of fine oysters on seventy acres of 
bottom, and all of them were taken by tongmen and 
dredgers. He had no redress whatever. 

The stupidity of such an arrangement Is obvious, 
and already it is bringing about very scrious conse- 
quences. The oyster crop of the Chesapeake {s not 
only failing to increase, but is diminishing so seriously 
as to excite much/alarm. The oysters over wide areas 
have been entirely wiped out, and thgse which come 
to market are much smaller than they used to be, for 
the simple reason that they afe not allowed tine to 
grow big. 

Ze phere eee is that, unless proper laws are 
madeandr y enforced. the oyster-producing I 
of the Chesapeake, which has Seon tos more rt oeghy 
century the greatest and most profitable of our fish- 
eries, will before very long cease to exist. 

But Maryland and the Fisheries Department of the 
United States Government are already wide awake to 
the danger. Legislation is now in course of preparation 
dor & commission composed of Maryland officials and 
Government officials who are to have supervision over 
Chesapeake Bay oyster fisheries. Young oysters will 
be planted in the exhausted beds and a complete sys

tem of supervision reclamation and conservation will 
be put under way. 

Rights for fishing will be leased out by the Govern- 
ment and by Maryland to those parts of the Bay which 
are not under private ownership. Those parts privately 
owned will be subject to the same supervision. In 
other words, Chesapeake Bay will be farmed for its 
oysters in as intelligent and effective fashion as any 
agricultural! land under Government control. 

An incidental waste worth mentioning, because of 
no small importance in itself, is the throwing away of 
hundreds of thousands of gallons of oyster-juice every 
year. Put up in cans like clam juice, it would afford 
@ nourishing and delicious food, desirable for table use. 
and particularly suitable for invalids. 

In the meantime any housewife can put up concen- 
trated oyster juice on her own account, if she chooses— 
straining it through cheesecloth, boiling it down to the 
requisite density, and pouring it into hot crockery jars 
that have been previously sterilized by boiling them. 

As yet oysters in this country are only a wild crop 
though subjected to a species of semi-cultivation in 
Long Island Sound and a few other places. In the not 
distant future, however, areas of estuary and tidal river 
bottoms, wherever such are found, will be under as 
systematic a culture as any arable land, for the pro- 
duction of this much valued and relatively cheap arti- 
cle of food. 

The Japanese Method 
of Farming 
Oyeters. When This 
Area of Bottom

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Science has toid us that tne coal fields of the 
world will be exhausted in a few centuries, and we 
must look for a new source of heat and power of 
perish. If all the coal fields on the earth were ignited 
and consumed in a fire, they would not supply the 
heat emitted by the sun fer the tenth part of a seconé, 

At the distance of 93,000,000 miles, were it not for 
the atmosphere, the sun’s rays would melt a crust of 
ice 100 feet in depth, enveloping the whole earth, in 
one year, and would cause all the oceans to boil in @ 
like period. es 

The sun’s heat at its surface could boil in an hour 
seven hundred thousand million cubic miles of water. 
at freezing point. But 99 per cent of all this heat ig 
wasted. 

The earth receives only one-two-thousand-millionth 
part of the heat radiated by the sun. The latter gives 
out heat continuously at a rate equivalent to 10,000 
horse-power on every square foot of its surface. A 
procession of icebergs sent against the sun would be 
melted at the rate of 300,000,000 cubic miles of solié 
ice per second. 

The rays of peat from the sun on the way to the 
earth pass through a practical vacuum which has a 
temperature of 300 to 400 degrees below zero. The 
rays have no ascertainable effect on this vacuum and 
do not create heat until thay meet an object like the 
earth, capable of being warmed by them, 

The temperature of the sun’s surface is 18000 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. The sun radiates 1,117,000 calorics 
per square yard per minute, a calorie being roughly 
the amount of heat required to raise two pounds of 
water one degree. 

How to tap a smal! part of this almost unthinkable 
eupply of heat is the question. 


An Idea Caught from a Greenhouse. 
A few yeurs ago Frank Shuman, a Philadelphx 


mechanical engineer, who had worked hard all hfe 
life over his problems, gazed out of the window of his 


shop. His eyes bebeld the old sun striking with 
slanting rays on the stretches of glass that roofed in 
the nearby greenbouse of a florist. 

Like a flash the glint of the sun on the glass roof 
gave him the idea. He realized that the heat of the 
gun, caught up by the panes of glass and thrown into 
the beds of flowers beneath, was intensified. What if 
plates of greater size and thickness could be so ag- 
ranged that they would double and treble the heat 
of that sun! What tremendous power could be de- 
veloped! 

He worked on the problem for several years, when 
his ordinary business gave him the time, and he finally 
developed a sun-power plant that has proved to the 
scientific world its utility and feasibility. Capitalists 
and scientists now believe that it will supply power 
to the sun-baked desert countries to such an extent A 
that eventually the deserts will be wiped off the map. — 

This is a broad assertion, but Frank Shuman, tHe 
Philadelphia engineer, and the English and American 
millionaires who formed a syndicate to test the powers 
of his plant, believe it will be realized. One complete 
sun-power plant is already on its way to Egypt, where 
it will be at once set up and the work of reclaiming 
the desert. begun. Other plants are in course of erec- 
tion, to be placed in operation in Arizona, New Mexico, 
New Zealand and Australia. 

The machine is an arrangement of heavy glass plates 
placed at certain angles to catch the rays of the sun 
and convert their heat into power. 

In Egypt and the southwest of this country the sun 
shines long and fiercely, while fuel and water are ex- 
tremely scarce. The absence of those two latter neces- 
sities has always hampered every attempt at irrigation 
on a large scale, and in many regions made it impos 
sible. The Roosevelt dam required the expenditure of 
many millions of dollars and years of labor, but is 
otber cases the water is not as accessible as here, 

Tlie sun-power plant devised by Shuman, however, 
will, it is said, with the expenditure of a comparatively 
small amount of money and but a few years of time do 
the same work anywhere and more perfectly. That 
the idea is feasible must have been fairly demonstrated, 
because capitalists have invested large sums of money 
in it 


Machine to Irrigate Our Deserts. 

This plant acts upon the principle of absorbing thé 
rays of the sun and converting them into power. The 
heat absorber consists of parallel lines of mirror plates. 


Each long line is three-sided, like the half of a hexagon, 
the open or mirrored side being faced outward toward 
the sun. The sun, beating down upon these glass 
surfaces, focuses a great heat power, that converts 
the water flowing through the pipes, arranged about 
the absorber, and develops in the engine room tre- 
mendous power. Just what great force thig exerts is 
shown by the fact that a plant the size of the one 
illustrated, the one that was shipped to Egypt, de- 
velops the power to iift 3,000 gallons of water per 
minute to the height of 33 feet. 

By merely doubling and trebling the size of the 
sun absorber, in addition to taking advantage of the 
excessive heat in warm climates, the power may be 
increased many fold Besides the rays absorber the 
plant consists of a low pressure steam engine, a con- 
denser and auxiliaries. A great advantage of the idea 
is that the plant is comparatively small. easy of trans. 
portation, and also easy to increase in power. accords 
ing to the needs of the country. 

One form of the sun’s energy which is now availe 
able to us, but is not fully used, Hes in the rivers, 
Every flowing stream is produced by the sun itself, 
which, uplifting the waters of the oceans in the form 
of vapors, deposits them as rain upon the land. 

At the present time (according to an official eetl- 
mate) there is going to waste, over dams already built 
by the Government to help navigation, at least 1,600,000 
horse-power. This enormous amount of energy, readily 
available for manufacturing or other useful purposes, 
is absolutely thrown away; yet, if sold ata fair rental 
—say, $25 annually per horse-power—tit would maintain 
all.of our inland waterways, keeping them dredged and 
in repair, and, tm addition, would construct al) of the 
new canals and other aqueous thoroughfares that We 
may require in the future. °

EALIZING that farmers receive gmali 
R prices for their produce while we city 


housekeepers pay big’ prices for the 


same goods, i formed wu club of aix house 
keepers. 

Bach‘ of these six was a.practical woman.

We agreed to try buying on a ‘co-operative 
plan to. ascertain whether in that way we 
eould save. ‘The plan worked successfully, 
and there is no reason why it should not 
be followed by others. | 
_ EWVvery week 1. visited the market (Wall- 

adout Market, Brooklyn) and purchased 
butter, eggs, produce and groceries at whole. 
, sale prices. Of course, I. had to buy the 
goods in bulk and. not in retail quantities. 
Thus 1 bought spinach by the barrel, carrots, 
Seets ‘nd onions by «the bushel, lettuce by 
ihe «oe celery by the dozen, potatoes, cab- 
Dage, >..ash and many other vegetables by 
the barrel, butter by the tub and eggs by 
the case.

between the six of us and we all saved in 
consequence from 10 to 95 per cent, as will 
be seen from the list of prices printed in 
another column on this page. 

For those who have never had any ex-: 
perience with the wholesale market, wy ex- 
perience may be of some value. 

The wholesale merchant is a merchant en- 
tirely apart from the retail one. The two 
lines of business methods are different, and 
this the average housekeper will be aston- 
ished at. She cannot zo to market as she 
gxoes to a department store; goods are not 
bought and sent home so easily. In the first 
place, the housekeeper must find the whole- 
salers who will sell to the consumers—and 
some will not. At least, since all the pub- 
licity, sharp lineg have been drawn, although 
many of the lines are now being made a 
trifle loose. 

The wholesale man has decided that 
money in hand is not to be despised; he 
likes the ready cash paid by ‘the house- 
keeper of a Market Club. He wants to sell to 
the housekeeper and yet not lose the trade of 
the retail man. So he makes a point of sell- 
ing to anybody who comes along with money 
to pay him for his goods, and ther lets the 
buyer take away the goods as best he or she 
can. His respousf{bility ends with the sale. 

That is the sort of wholesale merchant 
whose busiuess is on a good basis and he 
knows that the retailer has to buy some 
thing from him also. He feels sure of his 
goods. Then there is another wholesaler 
who says sternly: “We do not sell to a con- 
sumer.” That sort of merchant is anxious 
for his business; there are probably other 
firms With goods ahead of his own, or possi- 
bly a suace cheaper—he cannot let the cor- 
per grocer jtan know that he sells to a con- 
sumer. Ana the funny part is that all the 
time he realiy wants to sell to the consumer. 

ln ferreting out this cou.dwdiction a strange 
condition became known. it has deen learned 
that while the retailer forbids the wholesale 
wan from seliing to the private house er so- 
called “consumer,” yet that retail man buys 
‘uch of his own goods entirely apart from 
the wholesale man, after all. He goes direct 
to the factories. There he buys grades that 
the wholesale man has not considered good 
enough for his trade—the imperfect or poorer 
grades that are never handled by the big 
wholesale house which values its reputation. 
The retail man is not so particular; he gets 
the price and then asks the price from his 
customer. 

It is from this cause that the wholesale 
man has of late become perfectly willing to 
sell to the housekeeper og any other con- 
sumer who goes to market and buys his goods 
for cash. In all my experiences at the mar- 
ket I have found that buying is easy; it has 
been the delivery of goods that perplexed. 
There is need of a good express service from 
market te residential parts of the city; then 
this difficulty will have been overcome. The 
wholesale merchants who have a delivery sys- 
tem of their own (and many have none). can- 
not seglect large orders for a small one at 
some distant point. It so happened that my 
residential district was not a great distance 
from the marMet, as miles go, which made 
one point in my favor where delivery of goods 
was concerned. But the big wholesale firms 
would both sell and deliver, providing the 
quantity is beught. “Where does this go?” 
asked some of the wholesalers, and then when 
told where the goods must be sent, a smile 
came. “It's a private residence,” said one; 
“we only deliver to people who keep a store.” 
That point.seemed hard to get around until I 
had explained that the goods bought were all 
gold over again; that six housekeepers really 
purchased .the things, not me alone. The

idea pleased: the wholesaler. He agreed to 
send the things, if not by his own wagon it 
would be another conveyance. And he did. 
It would have taken the cleverest sort of a 
“retailer,” with powerful magnifying glasses 
and possibly a telescope, to have determined 
just where and from whom that wagon came. 
But it left the goods all right, and I did not 
care whether the side had full lettering of 
names and street or number. The goods 
were sent. 

Still another way the wholesalers have of 
being obliging and yet not publicly offending 
the exacting retail man is to send goods in a 
regular wagon of the firm, but to have the 
wagon stop seme distance from the house 
itself and the driver carry the box or crate to 
the house. At any rate there is no whole- 
saler’s wagon in front of a private house, and

so the ‘point’ 1s overcome in a diplomatic 
way. | 

It is perhaps the best way of! all to.buy all 
goods in the various wholesale houses at 
market and then have one central store where 
the assembled goods can be shipped from. 
There is scarcely a wholesale man but will 
sell to a consumer and send the articles to 
some other firm in the same market. That is 
another technical way of getting. around the 
matter of retailer versus consumer, and the 
wholesaler is willing to so oblige the con- 
sumer. 2 

In only ONE case have I found a merchant 
who did positively refuse to sell. The inci- 
dent is so amusing that it. will bear telling; 
if he happens to read this there is no harm 
done. He will know he has been the ONLY 
ONE, 

This particular merchant had some very 
fine baskets of carrots. “How much are your 
carrots?” was asked him. In a keen glance 
he noted the feminine buyer. “Do you keep 
a store?” he asked promptly. He shook 
his head negatively to the suggestion 
that’ as the goods were sold over again 
the store principle was behind his sale 
to me. “My carrots are $2 a bushel,” was the 
answer, whereupon I laughed. (The price 
should have been 50 cents.) “Would you not 
take $3 for them?” I asked. At that he ap- 
peared very angry, and my laugh made him 
more so. It did not make him feel any better 
when the man next door sold the same kind 
of carrots to me and added a cheery “Sure!” 
to his sale. My test of the man who asked 
$2 for his carrots was that he was not so 
broad-minded as the rest of the wholesale 
men, who realize that selling to housekeepers 
is not wrong. 

It has not taken any coaxing to get the 
wholesaler to sell. He has been ready to do 
so, but in a guarded way. That proved to 
me that he recognized the justice of so sell- 
ing, yet dd not wish his business to fall off 
through ng retail trade. He therefore 
chose a micdle path in selling the consumer. 
He would sell, but not always deliver. Or, 
if he did deliver the goods, it must be done 
in a way apart from the usual wholesale or 
retail delivery system. The wholesale man 
has felt himself not being honorably treated 
by the average retailer, who pretends to buy 
from him and then actually does not, to a full 
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“The consumer pays one dollar for food; the farmer 
gets less than fifty cents for it—WHO GETS, THE 
—Secretary of Agriculture JAMES WILSON. 


For sixty cents the commission man gets a full bushel of potatoes from 
the farmer; he adds three cents a bushel to the price and selis to the 
wholesaler. The wholesaler pays the freight and, adding a good profit, gets 
eighty-five cents a bushel from the retailer, to whom you, the consumer, 
have to pay anywhere from ninety-five cents to $1.30.

Suet Pudding. 


By Jane Eddington: 
NE cup of suet chopped fine, 
O three cups of flour, one cup of 
raisins, one cup of molasses, one 
cup of milk, one teaspoon of soda, one 
teaspoon of salt or a little more. 

This is the univensal recipe for suet 
or “poverty” pudding, which may be 
found in forty or more cook books, or 
perhaps thrice that number, without 
much variation except in the order 
of the ingredients. ‘ 

Add the suet to the salted flour and 
stir or knead together as when mak- 
ing a pie crust. After this has been 
thoroughly done, add the prepared 
raisins and stir in the milk, then add 
the molasses, which has been heated 
and to which has been added the soda. 
Steam three hours,

Sauce.—Stir together 
of butter, one of flour, 
more of sugar—-according to taste— 
and add slowly a cup. of boiling 
water.

This is a simple. and tasty pudding 
and wholesome, and if the suet is run 
through a meat grinder there is no 
more likelihood of there being great 
lumps of fat in it—as in the old fash- 
ioned suet pudding—than in a well 
made pie crust, it. keeps well and 
may be steamed up.

The raisins, used whole or chopped, 
give it a fruity flavor that is good, but 
mstead of these spices may be used— 
a half teaspoon each of ginger, clove, 
nutmeg, and a teaspoon of cinnamon, 

As in the annual plum pudding, ap- 
ples may be used in the simple suét 
pudding. The plum pudding may be 
even moister for their presence, and 
certainly keeps just as well. 

Though I have not seen just ihe re- 
sults in such a recipe as thé follow- 
ing, I believe it is all right. 

Suet Pudding.—Three-fourths of a4 
cup of chopped suet, three-fourths of 
a cup of chopped apple, three-fourths 
cup sugar, one-fourth cup molasses, 
one egg, pinch of salt, a little cinna- 
mon, a little grated nutmeg, one-half 
cup of milk, and flour to thicken 
(about two cups and a half probably). 
Use one teaspoon of baking powder to 
one cup of flour. If sour milk is used, 
one teaspoon of soda dissolved in milk, 
Steam two and one-half hours. Rai- 
sins may be added if desired.

*A contributor in one of the women's 

magazines has recently made a plea 
for suet puddings as “an inexpensive 
way of filling up hungry boys.” She 
uses this shortening for the crust of 
a roly poly jam pudding, for ginger 
pudding and for marmalade, lemon 
and fig puddings. She says that “it 
seems a pity that in localities where 
the winter is severe housekeepers 
should use so little beef suet. It has 
great heating qualities, and, if cooked 
in the right way, is just as digestible 
as any other food. In these days of 
high prices beef suet is about as cheap 
as anything you can get.’ She recom - 
mends what is an important thing to 
remember, that suet puddings should 
be steamed, as beiling makes them 
sogey. 

The price you pay for beef suet all 
depends upon your butcher, He may 
make you pay well for it just because 
the bone man, who gets most of his 
supply, pays so little. If you are ofa 
certain race you may prefer the flank 
or “cot” suet, which is always cheaper 
than the kidney. If you Know how to 
ask for it with your other meats, suet 
may cost you nothing. 


Ancient Suet Wisdom. 
The following facts about 
old but not really antique. 
could go through the really ancient 
cook books she would certainly find 
that suet was a constituent of a great 
number of puddings, and that it was 
used for many other purposes. 
When people used to do their own 
as carefully 
preserved as other portions of the 
meat creature, It was sometimes 
buried deep in the flour barrel, where 
no air could reach it, and so pre- 
served. ‘ 
Mrs. Child, in hey “American Frugal 
Housewife,” published in 13835, says: 
“Suet and lard keep better in tin than 
earthen. Suet keeps good all the

ITTLE ‘FEATHER CAKES.—One 
b egg, One cup of sugar, two scant 
cups of flour, two tablespoons of, 
butter, one-half cup of sweet 
milk, one and a half teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder. Cream the butter and 
sugar with the beaten yolk of the egg. 
Fold in the stiffly. teaten white the 
' last thing. Flavor

bake in small 
muffin rings. Ice 
according to taste. 

This is one of 
the never fail] re- 
cipes which even 
the most inexpe- 
rienced girl ought 
to be able to use 
with comparative 
success, If she 
can bake muffins 
she can bake these 
little cakes, andif 
she cannot bake 
muffins she ought 
at her earliest op- 
portunity to take 
some lessons on the application of heat 
to food materials. 

A little molasses and spices may be 
added to this formula to make little 
cakes of a quite different sort, but 
quite as light and dainty as these. And, 
by the way, cakes of this size and 
shape are not the easiest in the world 
to ice, by those who have not yet got 
by the awkward stage in cooking. A 
cake with a level top, loaf or layer, 1s 
a far easier one to begin on. The 
layer cake is the one perhaps for the 
beginner, as this is caster to bake, al- 
though if the fire is not made accom- 
modating fit may have mountains on 
one side and a very thin tableland on 
the other.

Icing for This Cake.—One and a half 
cups of confectioner’s sugar—not pow- 
dered—butter the size of a large egg, 
two tablespoons of cocoa, one teaspoon 
of vanilla, moisture to make the mix: 
ture of the consistency of very thick 
cream, Cream or whipped cream may 


‘be used for the mixing, but the Ger- 


mans like this icing when made with 
The sugar and butter are 
creamed together thoroughly, and then 
the cocoa and vanilla is added, and 
lastly the cream or coffee. 

In sending this recipe in a letter the 
author goes on to ask and say: “Have 
you ever tasted tree cake? If you have 
you will understand me when I say 
that this is a very good imitation of it.

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Economy With Fireless Cooker. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
HE food expense is an enormous 
|" expense, and the food waste is 

an enormous waste. Yet, in 

spite of great wastes from the 

manner of serving, if- from no 
other way, eating houses of every sort 
80 on making money, though it goes 
Without saying that they would make 
far more money if these wastes were 
avoided. 

There are certain splendid sorts of 
economies possible when food is han- 
dled in large quantities, just as. there 
have been invented economies in the 
large handling of meats. If all butch- 
ering was still done by the small deal- 
er, scores of products from the meat 
creature now of service to us all would 
still be unheard of. 

When people, instead of going into 
the business of feeding people in large 
Ways to make money, do it to save 
money for those who eat, marvels can 
be accomplished. , 

Some of the most interesting and best 
work Of this sort that is being done in 
the country is that in. the schools, 
where inexpensive lunches are being 
served to the children, and the fireless 
cooker is one of the chief agents in 
this economy. 


In one of the largest and finest high 
Schools in -America a sPlendid 5-cent 
lunch is served and also one for 2% 
cents. Besides serving the students of 
the high school there is also prepared 
in the same kitchen lunches for six 
of the grade schools, which are sent out 
in fireless cookers. These lunches con- 
sist of two hot courses, a hash, or cro- 
quettes with sauce, or spaghetti with 
tomato sauce and some cereal or dried 
fruit sauce for dessert, food infinite- 
ly more wholesome and sanitary than 
the sweet buns, the pickles, and pies 
children buy at the school stores for 
large capacity are also being used in a 
freat nummer of ‘institutions, to the 
great improvement of the diet in these 
places. Wherever the culinary de- 
partments of such places are managed 
by intelligent and progressive people 
there are almost sure to be firelegs 
cookers in dail? use. Of course, the com- 
missary department of the armies used 
them very early, and long before the 
present perfection in manufacture had 
been reached, 

People are still greatly prejudiced 
against this “automatic” way of cook- 
ing, and some very intelligent chefs 
refuse to give the cooker a fair trial. 
They have no patience with the time 
taLles, and seem to resent the fact that 
a cooker is different from a stove and 
refuse to adapt themsel-es to its very 
simple rules. 

There are cookers and cookers, and 
the time table of one is not the time 
table of the other, any more than the 
time table ofone railroad is identical 
with the time table of another road. 
There is one best cooker, recommend- 
ed to my attention first by one of the 
domestic science teachers of highest 
rank in the country. It is a cooker 
which is used by private families, but 
particularly by scores and scores of 
the best institutions in a wide area, 
who have from one to half a dozen of 
the largest size in their kitchens. 

Why is it so economical? For one 
reason, because a cup of rice or a cup 
of Indian meal comes out of the cook- 
er as five cups, if cooked in water, and 
six cups if it is cooked in milk. Not 
only is its bulk increased five times, but 
if properly timed it comes out about 
that much more delicious and whole- 
some than when cooked in ordinary 
ways. 


Meats and vegetables are correspond- 
ingly good, They have lost not one 
grain of their nutriment through es- 
caping steam and odors, and they have 
been cooked to perfection. We are 
slowly coming to realize that the best 
way of cooking many things is not at 
a boiling water temperature. Anyone 
With the first elements of good sense 
and patience can manage a firelesg 
cooker.

Hamburg Steak. 

Uniess we dine on cheap meats, 5 
cents a pound meats, whose names (oft- 
en quite pretty sounding ones and such 
as are to be found in the nowels of 
Charles Dickens) are not known in 
Polite and well-to-do *communities, 
there is no way in which we can spend 
a dime to such good advantage in meat 
buying as to get its worth in what is 
variously called Hamburg steak, 
French steak, Hamburger or Hamberg- 
er. 

If purchased in a reliable, 

butcher shop and chopped before one's 
eyes, 10 cents’ worth of this meat, mix- 
ed daintily with chopped onions, well 
seasoned, and made in small pats which 
will cook all through quickly under the 
broiler or in a pan—well, these will 
make even a non-meat eater hungry. 
; Hamburg steak that tastes as though 
it were flavored with weatherbeaten 
clapboards is not a pleasant meat. A 
great deal depends upon the way it is 
manipulated and flavored, as to wheth- 
er it becomes a dish capable of excit- 
ing pleasurable anticipations and a 
generous flow of the digestive juices. 
If it has a dirty taste, not the strong- 
est flavor or the richest sauce can com- 
pletely disguise the fact. 

One of the best proofs. that Hamburg 
steak is good is the fact that such tons 
of it of an indifferent excellence are 
eaten and called good. 

A good definition of this meat, which 
I have treasured, is equal to a recipe 
with full directions. It is: 

“This name is commonly given to in- 
expensive cuts of beef chopped, séason- 
ed a little, shaped into small balls or 
into one large thin cake, and quickly 


broiled im the was that a tender steak ° 


would*be. Owing to the quick cooking, 
much of the natural flavor of the meat 
is retained. The fact should Le kept 
in mind that Hamburg steak must be 
made from fresh, well ground meat. It 
is much safer to chop the meat at 
home, as chopped meat spoils quickly. 
Much, too, depends upon browning it 
sufficiently to bring out the flavors. 
Many cooks think Hamburg steak is 
improved if the meat is mix#d with 
milk pefore it is cooked.” 

the shorter time there is between 
the chopping and the cooking of this 
meat the better. The pure food laws 
have helped the consumer of this meat 
by preventing the butc: r 
paring it in quantities as formerly, 
when he Kept tive surface bright by 
using a preservative. A chopped meat 
quickly turns dark under natural con- 
ditions.

edly makes the best Hamburger. Little 
tough ends of any steak are the parts 
most economically used for this pur- 
pose. 

A careful cook‘often “picks over” her 
Hamburg steak, as we might say, and 
takes out any pieces of gristle or un- 
edible parts that may have got through 
the meat grinder without much change, 
A meat grinder which mashes instead 
of cuts, cannot be used for this steak. 

An egg is used Ly some people to 
hold this meat together, while it is 
cooking. For. leavés and rells, etc., milk 
and Water, or water simply with a 
thickening of flour and butter is used.

A Book for His Friends. 

Full of fun, optimism and humor is a little book called “Poems and 
Sketches,” by Jerry J. Cohan, which, unfortunately for the reading public, 
the author has had printed only for private circulation among his friends. 
The book contains chiefly poems which have been written from time to 
time by the famous comedian, who, as the head of “The Four Cohans,” be- 
came known years ago from one end of the continent to the other. Though 
varied in subject, many of them relate to topics connected with the stage 
—topics which, nevertheless, are quite familiar to the public viewpoint.

“Poems and Skétches” is a 
splendid little remembrance he has given to his friends—for it was printed 
for them only—and they will undoubtedly treasure it as they do the mem- 
ory of the pleasure he has given them in the many excellent parts he has 
played during a long and successful stage career. 


Oliver Twist to Be -Revived. 


Dickens lovers will be interested in the forthcoming revival by Liebler 
& Co. of “Oliver Twist.” “his well-known producing firm has prepared 
some interesting matter regard, the play which will appeal to older 
theatergoers. Here are some facts concerning “Oliver Twist’: 


“Oliver Twist” was published in September, 1838, when Dickens was only 
26 vears of age. It took only a few months for the dramatization of the story 
to cross the Atlantic. On February 7, 1839, Charlotte Cushman, our first great 
Nancy, appeared in that role at the, Park theater, New York. There is also a 
record of a performance of the play at the Franklin theater in the same year, 
given as a benefit for John Sefton, who appeared as Bumble, the beadle. 

Charlotte Cushman appeared as Nancy a number of times in following 
years, and in 1852 Fanny Wallack appeared in the part at the Bowery theater, 
with Maggie Mitchell as Oliver. Seven years later Cordelia Howard and her 
parents presented the play at Tripler Hall. At this same theater, in February 
1, 1860, a version of the play written by Joseph Jefferson was produced for 
the first time. This performance introduced the greatest Fagin of his time, 
James W. Wallack, Jr. Two character actors affectionately remembered by 
playgoers of today, George Holland and J. H. Stoddard, appeared as Bumble 
and Brownlow, respectively. Matilda Heron was the Nancy and George Jordon, 


Bill Sikes. 

On February 25, 1861, Wallack and Charlotte Cushman joined forces in 
the play at a performance given at the New Metropolitan. Then on December 
®27. 1867. the memorable Wallack’'s theater production was made. Wallack was 
again the Fagin.

“When Oglethorpe was endeavoring 
to establish his colony on Georgia 
S0il at a site near Savannah he was 
worried,;and harassed by the Indians of 
that’ section. They-were fighting the 
fsettlers in defense of their homes and 
hunting grounds. 

“Occasionally:a treaty was made 
with a tribe, but it’ was ‘difficult for 
‘the red man to keep his promise, and 
On the. most triwial’‘excuse .e@ was 
fready-to join in an attack onfthe white 
séettiers. In-«my humble -opinion, the 
Indian had a right to resent the intru- 
sion of the paleface. He saw in the 
coming of the white man the loss of 


streams and all the things that made 
an Indian happy, and saw in ‘heir 
Place. slavery, cOnfinement to restrict- 
ed quarters,.and-in the end, death. 

‘ “Georgia, especially in. the section 
around where we now live, was inhab- 
ited ‘by the most intelligent tribe-of all 
the Indians. 

a “Their love for home and people must 
have been’ as. strong as that in the 
white .man’s - breast. 
ing the matter from this advanced 
time, I can’ in my mind’s eye see the 
old’ Indian braves fold their blankets 
around themselves and with bowed 
heads:.and hearts filled. with sorrow, 
start on that .ong, weary march to- 
ward the-.setting sun, forever leaving 
behind their Georgia soil and the home 
of their forefathers and the hunting 
grounds which contained all that life 
held dear to them. : 

“How cruel would we feel the fates 
had. treated us should some stronger 
people 'assail us today and drive us 
from the borders of dear old Georgia, 
the place where our fathers are buried, 
and fofce us-to leave her loving em- 
brace forever. No, it was wrong, sad- 
ly wrong for the white man to drive 
the red man from all that life held 
dear to him. 

“The white men took advantage of 
the ignorant Indian. He would trade 
them worthless trinkets for valuable 
furs and other things. When DeSoto 
landed in Florida and started on his 
march through Georgia, he was treated 
kindly by.the Indians. At first they 
were friendly toward the Spaniards 
and guided them through the pathless 
wilderness. 

“When the Spaniards began to cheat 
them out of their treasure, and even 
torture them at the ‘tstake because 
they would not guide them through 
the forest. after cheating them 
out of their treasure, of cou’se, they 
made war upon the Spaniards. To 
show. how cruel the white men were 
when first coming to this country, I 
will give you an_illustgation: Desoto 
took the Indian princess who was ac- 
customed to be carried in a palanquin 
on. the ‘shoulders of men, and made 
her walk in hig train. 

“It was not Oglethorpe’s intention 
to drive the Indians from Georgia, 
but to set-them a good example and 
to. teach them to do right, but his 
intentions were not carried out. We 
have treated our immigrants in the 
American way, but with the Indian we 
have been quite different. It is time 
to ask why the people of all the other 
nationalities are aliowed to grow into 
manhood on our. shores while the na- 
tive American bears the stigma of per- 
petual childhood? Treat him as we 
have treated the Poles, Italians, Scan- 
dinavians, Hungarians and you will see 
the true character of the Indian. We 
have thrown on the foretgners the re- 
sponsibility of their own custody, and 
they have learned -to make a living. 
Treat them as we have treated the 
negro; as a.race the African is less 
competent to take care of himself than 
an Indian,» but neverthéless the negro 
enjoys freedom, while the Indians .are 
compelled*to live in very smalil.areas.” 

Well, what do you think of this de- 
bate?

Another good speech .was made by 
Whitaker.

First Concert at North Avenue 

The first concert will be given at 
North avenue school, and the pupils of 
Forrest avenue and Tenth = street 
schools will be invited to join with the 
pupils of North avenue in its enjoy- 
ment.

GOSSIP OF FOREIGN COURTS. 
BY LADY MARY MANWARING 
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London, February  17.—(Special)— 
The death recently of Dr. Sophia Jex- 
Blake, at her home in Survey, takes 
away one of the really remarkable 
women of England and a pioneer in 
the movement for the emancipation of 
the sex. Dr. Jex-Blake was one of the 
very first women in Great Britain who 
demanded and received recognition in 
a profession which up to this time had 
been regarded as peciliarly- within the 
province of man. 

Few womén have rendered more use- 
ful service to the community, either in 
the medical or any ether profession, 
than the brilliant and determined lead- 
er, of the group of women who began 
the movement for admission to the 
profession at Edinburgh university 
forty years ago. 

Miss Jex-Blake, a sister of the late 
dean of Wells and youngest daughter 
of Thomas Jex-Blake Proctor, of Doc- 
tors’ Commons, while visiting America 
to inqauvire into women’s education in 
the early sixties, attended the lectures 
in New York of Dr. Elizabeth Biack- 
well, the pioneer woman doctur who 
had gained her diploma in 1849. After 
studying under Dr. Lucy Sewall in Bos- 


and matriculated in 1869 at Edinburgh, 
but was not allowed to complete her 
studies and take her degree. Miss 
Elizabeth Garrett (Dr. Garrett Ander-

sony had got on the Britisn.cegister in 
1865, but the authorities became alarm- 
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ton, she returned to England in 1868,' 


ed at other applicants, and none of 
the medical schools would admit wom- 
en to their classes. 

After a -hard struggle, “yy: Jex- 
Blake and her colleagues wer#@ admit- 
ted as medical students in Edinburgh, 
but they were refused permission to 
study in the royal infirmary wards, and 
in November, 1870, a mob of male stu- 
ety slammed the gates of Surgeons’ 
hall in their faces.

She rarely puts 
on @ pair more.than twice, Her fa- 
vorite perfume is “Ess Bouquet,” a 
compound of amber, essence of roses, 
violet, jasmine, orange flowers and 
lavender. It is a remarkable fact that 
this perfume has been a favorite with 
English royalty since 1822. In 1902 
Queen Alexandra was presented with 
six drops of the most precious scent 
in the world—pure attar of roses. Over 
500 acres of roses were required to 
produce these six precious drops! 

The empress of Germany uses a 
special soap made of whale fat.* She 
is very fond of eau de cologne, like 
Queen Wilhelmina, and her bedroom 
is always sprayed with it. As a denti- 
frice.she uses mint water. She hasn’t 
free control over her toilet, however, 
for, like other things in Germany, the 
kaiser supervises his wife's toilet. The 
empress has prematurely white hair, 
but though she wisheg to have it dyed, 
her. autocratic: husbA4nd refused to al- 
low her to do so. 

The empress uses so much of her fa- 
vorite scent that at Grasse, on the 
Rivera, hundreds of women are busily 
employed collecting violets. Each 
bottle of the perfume is sent direct to 
St. Petersburg Chemical Academy, 
where its strength and quality are 
tested before being. used on the royal 
toilet table. The rooms of the royal 
palace are sprinkleg several times a 
day with essences of jonquil, tuberose, 
jasmine, narcissus and white violets. 
The czar has to pay a bill of over 
$20,000.a year for the scents his con- 
sort uses. 

Carmen Sylva, the poet queen of 
Roumanila, uses a lotion of herbs and 
Plants gathered from the forests of 
Roumantia. She invented the lotion 
herself, and its efficacy is shown by 
her marvelous complexion. Her 
daughter-in-law, the princess royal of 
Roumania, is very fond of jasmine and 
white heliotrope. 

The soap which ex-Queen Christine 
of Spain uses is specially made in 
‘Spain and has the out-of-the-way 
name of “Walerat.” The toilet water 
she uses is also made in. Spain. Its 
chief ingredients are rose water and 
extracts of cocoanut. Before the

That is the conclusion and the substance of a resolution which, 
last week, passed the house of representatives of the Kentucky 
legislature; a copy of which was forthwith sent to every southern 
governor, with a request that he submit it to the house of repre- 
sentatives of the legislature of his own state; while it is also pro- 
vided that a copy be sent the clerk of the national house of repre- 
sentatives, that it may be read there. 

The, Constitution cordially appreciates the compliment which 
formulates into a resolution with which the south is to be memo- 
rialized, a sentiment it has been endeavoring with especial empha- 
sig these last few wéeks to drive home to the consciousness olf 
every southerner. 

It would be difficult to state the issue more accurately than 
in the conclusion of the Kentucky resolution. It does not demand 
that candidates from all other sections of the country be forthwith 
eliminated, and the choice confined to the south. It simply stipu- 
lates, following the consistent contention of The Constitution, that 
qualifications and not birthplace should be-the deciding factor in 
the availability of any democratic presidential candidate. , 

If, as The Constitution has previously stated, the man most fit 
to win for the party hails from the north, the east or the west— 
well and good. We will be found supporting him. But if ability 
and the logic of the situation point to a southern man—not for one 
moment should there be a scintilla of respect or attention to the 
old fetish, which has flourished since the civil war, that southern 
birth is a bar to the white house. 

The principal source of exasperation with The Constitution 
has been that the prejudice against a southern man for president 
lingered, not in the north, the east or the west, but was confined 
almost wholly to the south. Other portions of the country, as 
testified by the press and by the expressions of public men gen- 
erally, regard the civil war as a dead issue, and the proscription 
growing out of that civil war as a thing long ago forgotten by the 
north and outlived by the south. : 

It is only a few of the more timid among southerners, themselves, 
who hug the old scare-crow of the sixties and of reconstruction, un- 
consciously. insulting their own people, insinuating that the south 
cannot supply a man qualified to sit in the white house. For in 
view of the fact that other sections of thé country—even a repub- 
lican president and senate—have lifted the sectional embargo, self- 
abasement is the only interpretation remaining of the conduct of a 
certain element in the south. 

It is refreshing to observe that the house of representatives of 
the legislative body of so important and historic a southern state 
as Kentucky develops the manhood and initiative to place itself on 
record as attacking the sectional embargo maintained now by the 
south only. 

The Constitution is convinced that the sentiment contained 
in the Kentucky resolution is accurately reflective of the beliefs of 
the- overwhelming majority of the southern people. We should 
have little faith in the caliber of the southern character, little hope 
for the destiny of the section itself, were we not convinced that 
the hesitation and sectional self-consciousness come from a woeful 
minority. 

The approaching presidential campaign will be notable in his- 


tory if it shall dissipate the last cowardice, the last misgiving in 
this direction. 
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THE KITCHEN, THE RACE’S STRONGHOLD. 


T'welve-year-old Lois Edmonds, of Clarinda, Ia., recently sat 
in the office of Dr. P. P. Claxton, United. States commissioner of 
agriculture, and listened to him praising the bread baker as against 
the champion corn grower or hog feeder. Little Miss Edmonds 
had won over just 6,000 competitors in Iowa by the excellence of 
her bread, and had come on to Washington in company with the 
youngsters who had shown prowess in corn’ culture. 

Weare inclined to agree with the commissioner that skill in 
baking bread, in cookery of any kind, for that matter, *is an art 
as important to the nation as that of the man who increases the 
corn yield, or who breeds hogs of record-breaking heft and fatness. 
For what influence will be potent enough to keep men on the 
farm, producing corn and, breeding hogs that the nation may be 
ied, unless there is a woman back of the man with the requisite 
accomplishments on the cook stove to tickle his palate? 

Indeed, we are tempted to say that no race, as Napoleon said 
of armies, is stronger than its stomach—and no stomach can wax 
strong and revivify body and brain unless it be fed by food prop- 
erly prepared. It all gets back, then, to the kitchen as the strong- 
hold of the race, little as that materialistic idea may appeal to our 
aesthetic standards. 

We celebrate the achievements of little Miss Lois, and of 
many of her tribe, through our own section, as well as the nation 
at large. The hand that rocks the cradle may rule the world. But 
the hand and brain that, in cunning conspiracy, plot the menu 
come a very close second. 
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THE MERRY REPUBLICAN WAR. 


Schism in the republican ranks is becoming more and more 
deadly, despite the humor of the Kilkenny cat situation, which 
must add to the gayety of the nation. Scarcely had President Taft 
brander the “progressives” as “political emotionalists and neurot- 
ics,” than Medill McCormick, speaking for that wing of the party 
and, presumably, for Colonel Roosevelt, comes back with the an- 
nouncement that the course of the administration is “murderous” 
and “suicidal.” We fail to see that Mr. McCormick or the “pro- 
gressives” have any legitimate cause for complaint. They have 
been consistently hammering the president, in season and out, for 
a long time now, applying ridicule as well as outright denunciation, 
and they must be prepared to swallow their own medicine, how- 
ever unpalatable the process. 

While the two contingents of the G..O. P. are shelling each 
other with epithets, Colonel Roosevelt m¥aintains his imperturbable 
silence. Unofficial “headquartefts” have been opened up for him 
in Washington, probably to offset the moral effect of the estab- 
lishment of Taft headquarters, and the propaganda for the former 
president proceeds with unabated vigor. What he thinks of it, 
what is his real attitude toward it, no one\but himself knows. If 
he discountenanced the agitation it would, of course, be the easiest 
thing in the world to stop it with a final, emphatic statement. His 
continued silence can only have the effect of increasing the mo- 
mentum of the Roosevelt sentiment throughout the country, em- 
bittering the friends of Taft and hastening a crisis. 

The democracy is not, meanwhile, losing anything by this 
state of affairs. The civil war between the republicans mav be 
healed after the convention. But it is going to leave wounds, the 
effect of which will be feit right on up to the polls in November. 
Feudism of the sort that is now raging between the partisans in 
the two rival camps is not quieted by a few months, or even 
— party lash. Unless all indications fail, it is likely to result in 
one of two things: Either wholesome defections from republican 
to democratic ranks, or a tremendous “stay-at-home” brigade with- 
‘in the republican party. Either development would work to the 
triumph of the democracy. Regarding the hatter the chief neces- 
sity, as The Constitution has consistently insisted, is harmony and 


discouragement of the harmful practicg of p@t-shooting democratic 
leaders by those within democratic 4 oa 
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. Atlanta does not want, nor should the railroad c 
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gia Railway and Electric Company. The investigation ‘should ‘un- 
cover every feature of the service rendered by thg corporation. 
Rates for light; rates for power; rates for transportation; the ques- 
tion of adéquacy of service—all and singular of these phases may 
/as well be adjusted by the commission now, instead of pottering 
‘away at them one at a time. What is needed is not the clearing 
up of one room, but of the entire house. We do not attack the 
corporation, we do not seek to create prejudice against the corpora- 
tion. Solely in behalf of the people, to whom the first duty of The 
Constitution lies, we invite them to come to us with their criti- 
cisms of any branch of the service. They can be assured The Con- 
stitution will bring such complaints forcibly to the attention of 
the commission. 

It has been many years slice the people of Atlanta had the 
opporttinity to accurately’ compare the charges made them for these 
services with the charges made other cities. It is time for a show- 
down. The attitude of the corporation in welcoming the investi- 
gation is to be commended, ‘The Constitution believes there has 
been no prejudice in this matter. The people of Atlanta, individ- 
uaJly and through the municipality, are paying out enormous sums 
annually to the Georgia Railway and Electric Company. “They 
have the right to know, from an impartial triburtal, whether they 
are being justly charged or overcharged. If the latter, the SWEEP- 
ING READJUSTMENTS asked by council should be forthcoming. 

With no intention to obscure the issue, but rather to make 
it complete, The ‘Constitution demanded that the probe include the 
matter of street car fares. We offered as a conditional basis eight 
fares for a quarter for school children and laborers; six fares for a 
hisswe for the traveling public at large. 

The RESPONSE has been INSTANTANEOUS. Members of 
the board of education are pointing out how such a change would 
aid the school children. Members of the park board are showing. 
how wondertully the usefulness of the parks wauld be expanded in 
summer by cheapening access to them. Labor leaders, Atlantans 
generally, approve a suggestion which probably affects directly 
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Councilman Orville H. Hall, moved by this wholesale mani- 
festation of public sentiment, has announced he will embody The 
Constitution’s demand in a resolution to council. There can be no 
doubt that council, in justice to the people of Atlanta, will pass 
the resolution. That will mean, wheh the commission’s probe is 
concluded, that this town will know exactly where it stands with 
regard to charges for every service rendered by the corporation. 
It WILL MEAN READJUSTMENT where the charges are exces- 
sive. 

Shedding light upon a broad subject gvhich has long, and un- 
fairly, been a mystery to the average citizen, the approaching in- 
quiry should rank high in importance to Atlanta. 
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OUR CONVENIENT GREAT MEN. 


Did the country really celebrate the anniversary of the birth- 
day of Abraham Lincoln last week, or a politico-rhetorical jam- 
boree? To be sure, the ‘dailies, the weeklies and the monthlies 
bristled with thumb-nail biographies of him, with anecdotes, and 
with narratives on the personal side, many of them possessing charm 
and historical value. But when one comes to analyze the subject- 
matter of the majority of the Lincoln day orators, he is confronted 
by a perfect weltet of discussion that ranged and raged about 


‘practically every topic under the sun save that suggested by the 
very great and noble American whose natal day the orations were 
assumed to celebrate. 

President Taft led off, for illustration, by soundly whacking 
the progressives as “netirotics” and “political emotionalists.” At 
« Lincoln centennial celebration in Springfield, Ill., the precise and 
immaculate Senator Lodge performed the same kindly offices for 
the initiative, the referendum and the recall. We select these two 
instances at random, and with no intention to reflect on the presi- 
dent or the senator. As a matter of fact, the spectacle was re- 
peated wherever an American in public life had been invited to 
be chief speaker of Lincoln day. 

Whith is preliminary to the remark that we industriously use 
our great men in this country to point morals and adorn tales— 
morals and tales; in some cases, totally unlike those the great men 
themselves would have pointed or adorned. Has some speaker of 
public note a few surging thoughts about the nebular hypothesis 
which he would pump hot from his mental apparatus? Let but 
some thoughtless society invite him to address them upon the 
anniversary of the birth of a man big in history, and lo! the trick 
is turned. The banqueters may come to hear the great dead 
praised, They are lucky if he gets more than a scant hundred and 


the man of whom he speaks would or should see them, granting 
him life at the present day. 

The offense is, perhaps, of minor importance, since public 
issues must be discussed and provocation must be had for their 
discussion. But if the celestial host has a sense of humor it must 
at times be lured to a smile by the banalities to which the great 
ones of Valhalla are committed by the tribe that spellbinds vocif- 
erously, and sometimes on the first page of newspapers, in their 
names. 
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THE WEEVIL AND A BUMPER CROP. 


’ 

An interesting story given out by W. D. Hunter, entomologist 
in the employ of the federal department of agriculture, is to the 
effect that the large cotton yield of last season is, in a measure, 
attributable to a temporary decline of the Mexican boll weevil. 
Entomologist Hunter goes on to say that tduring 1911 the boll 
weevil was greatly decreased throughout its qntire range, and that 
in an area covering 23,000 square miles, int_northwestern Texas 
and western Oklahoma, it was completely destroyed. - This phe- 
nomenon occurred, explains the entomologist, as the result of a 
three-years’ culminating of climatic influence. 

Mr. Hunter issues the timely warning to the entire south, 
however, and specifically to the farmers in the area he describes, 
not to be lulled into a false sensé¢ of security by last year’s boll 
weevil record. The circumstances that caused the pest to decline 
and here and there to disappear wl not be duplicated, he thinks, 
in many years. In other words, this voracious little insect has 
simply relaxed its grip, only to return later and make surer its 
strongholds, unless due precautions are taken. 

No absolute specific has yet been discovered for the depreda- 
tions of this crop plague, The nearest approach is only a pallia- 
tion. The remedies that have proved of most avail in the infested 
belt are early-maturing varieties of cotton which, by reaching 
fruition before the weevil attains its maximum capacity for mis- 
chief, minimizes the damage—and diversification. 

In the latter direction delegates in attendance at the recent 
Southern Merchants’ Convention testified that the weevil would 
prove to the south a blessing in disguise. The insect that lives on 
cotton will drive the section to diversification, to hogs and cattle, 
corn, wheat, oats, vegetables, iruit—all and sundry of the items on 
that vast agricultural list indigenous to southern soil.

History 


The Governor Wants It Adopt- 
ed as the Official Flower of 
the State—Its Home Is on 
the Banks of the Altamaha 


River. 


Following his suggestion that the 
Gordonia Pubescens be adopted as tne 
“Georgia tree’ and its bloom as the 
“Georgia flower,” Governor Jogeph M. 
Brown has been making a_ special 
study of this tree, and can find no- 
where any refutation of the statement 
that it is indigenous to the banks of 
the Altamaha river in Georgia. _. 

In fact botanists generally have ac-} 
cepted the statement that it is found 


the banks of the Altamaha river are 
its honie. 

Governor Brown thinks this pecu- 
liar fact would justify the state in 
singling it out and adopting it offi- 
cially, with its Rlossom, as the Georgia 
tree and flower, giving it the name, 
“Georgia Tree,’’ 

This tree is so similar to the ordi- 
nary bay tree that it is known to 
those Hving along the lower Alta-. 
maha as the “black Day.” The bloom 
is somewhat similar to that of the 
magnolia, though ft 4s smaller. 

Discove im 1770, 

The Gordonia Pubescens was dis- 
covered in 1770 néar Fort Barrington, 
the site of the presefit town ef Bar- 
rington on the Altamaha near Bruns- 
wick, by John Bagftram, who tells of. 
it in his book of travels published 
some years later, and who gave it 
the name Franklinia in honor of Ben- 
jamin Franklin, That is the name 
by which it is now known in Eng- 
lang and France, to both of which 
countries it was carried direct from 
Georgia. Specimens of it are kept in 
London and Paris botanical gardens, 
and several have been transplanted 
to gardens owned by private persons 
in those countries. 

The largest known specimen of it is 
in the Bartram bétanic garden near 
Philadelphia. It is 52 feet high and its 
trunk is three feet nine inches in 
circumference. No particular applica- 
tion has ever been made of it except 
for ornament. 

Mr. Bartram, its discoverer, was 
quite enthusiastic in his description 
of this tree, commenting especially 
upon its beauty ang the fragrance of 
its blossoms. 

Bartram’s Description. 

The following description of the tree 
by its discoverer is presented from 
Bartram’s Travels, a book relating to 
North and South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida: 

“After my return from the Creek 
nation I employed myself during the 
spring and fore part of summer in 
revisiting the several districts in 
Georgia and the east borders of Flor- 
ida where I had noteg the most cu- 
rious subjects, .collecting. them _ to- 
wether and shipping them off to Eng- 
land. In the course of these excur- 
sions ang researches I had the oppor- 
tunity of observing the flowering 
shrub, resembling “the Gordonia, in 
perfect bloom as well as bearing ripe 
fruit. It is a flowering tree, of the 
first order for beauty and fragrance 
of blossoms; the tree grows fifteen or 
twenty feet high, branching alternate- 
ly; the leaves are oblong, broadest 
toward their extremities, and termi- 
nate with an acute point, which is

Since 1897 the number of officers and 
men has ben augmented by approxi- 
mately 160 per cent, and yet the 
strength is not sufficient for the prop- 
er manning of the fleet as it exists 
today. This difficuliy arises in a large 
measure from a subtle change which 
has oecurred since steamships re-

MEN AND RELIGION MOVEMENT _ 
GRAND CRUSADE OF EVANGELISM 


What shows increasing promise of 
becoming the most vital religious ad- 
vance of modern times is the awaken- 
ing now in progress throughout the 
United States and Canada under the 
title of “The Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement.” It is indeed a grand 
crusade of evangelism with the purpose 
of arousing the men of America, in and 
out of the church, to effectiye co- 


operation in advancing the religion of 


Under the banner are 
of nine re- 
ligious denominations and three great 
church organizations— 
the International Sunday School Asso- 
ciation, the Gideons and the Interna- 
tional Committee. of Young Men's 
Christian Associations. In this move- 
ment there is no discussion of creed, 
ritual or polity. 

The history of this movement is in- 
teresting. It was in May, 1910, that a 
small group representing various re- 
ligious organizations, met in a hotel in 
New York city. From this beginning 
the “Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment” grew until in October of the 
same year 262 men i representing 
seventy-two cities and _ thirty-three 
states held a conference in Buffalo. 
The plan gradually unfolded itself and 
preparations were made to carry the 
work of evangelization into every city, 
town and hamlet on the American con-

and realize their objections.” And, says 
one writer, 


“insensibly the working 
ideas of the church will grow more 
manly in dealing with men.” In other 
words, we take it, this movement is 
expected to do the church as much 
good as the outsiders. By injecting an 


element of masculinity into the religion 


of today, by giving it strength ani 
vigorous purpose,.it is to be made ap- 
pealing to busy men. There is also 


still another side to the movement, and 


that is the beneficial results of closer 
interdenominational association. Great 
movements of this character make for 
unity of religious action, of sympathies 
and of real Christian effort.

treaty of “peace and friendship” vpe- 
tween the United States and kings 
and warriors of the Creek naticn of 
Indians, the Lyman Hall chapter, 
Daughter of the American revolution, 
will erect a large boulder April 30, 
1912. 

The place was then known as Coler- 
aine, a thriving Indian trading point 
and one of the important river sta- 
tions of that of country. To- 
day the same name is used, and over 
ruins of Indian and Revolutionary 
forts a hustling little town is fast de- 
veloping.

Charlton, Colquitt, Echols, Glascock 
and Twiggs have always been over- 
whelmingly for the two Browns, giving 
them good majorities or pluralities in 
all their races, usually majorities.

REAL ESTATE TALK 
BY ADAIR. 


The possibilities of Peachtree are 
unlimited. In the past few years the 
rapid rise in value of frontage on this 
street surprised even those who weré 
looking for it. It surpassed the expec- 
tations of those who were hoping for 
it. Where wil) it end? Will this 
frontage keep going up until every 
foot on Peachtree, out as far as the 
Georgian Terrace, is worth $1,000? 
That looks to be the prospect ahead of 
us right now. It’s a vig undertaking 
to carry a mile of street frontage up 
from a minimum of $200 a foot to a 
minimum of $1,000a foot, but right now 
it seems as if such a thing. is going to 
be done. We used to think that real 
estate was conservative, but Peachtree 
frontage has defied every rule of logic. 


The thing weally started when the 
Candler Building was erected far up 
Peachtree. Afterwards came the sale 
of the Capital City Club lot at Peach- 
tree and Harris streets. Then the au- 
tomobile appeared upon the scene, and 
where once were fashionable homes, 
display rooms were built. For awhile 
these were looked upon as temporary, 
but an impression is gdining ground 
now that the automobile is about the 
most permanent concern we have. New 
and expensive buildings leased direct 
tothe home officesfor 10 and 20 years 
at a time; contracts signed by concerns 
rated at five and ten millions, these do 
not look like temporary affairs. 
Things have developed so fast that 
nobody has had time to catch the real 
significance of the chain of events. 


Can a street like Peachtree thrive on 
automobiles alone? How can a valua- 
tion of $1,000 a foot be justified in 
view of the fact that stores on Peach- 
tree rent at present to only one class 
of tenants? These are questions that 
the future will have to solve. We are 
satisfied that Peachtree will take care 
of itself. It has already upset every 
doleful prediction made by the pes- 
simist. For a time it all looked like 
wildcat trading, but now what seemed 
to be the worst kind of plunging turn- 
ed out to be really conservative buying. 
Some property goes up so fast that it 
takes care even of the unjudicious 
trader. A risky purchase made on a 
small margin turns out to be the best 
sort of money-maker. 


‘Nothing but real estate could be ex- 
pected to do such remarkKable things. 
Joel Hurt’s office building will start 
things off that way just as the Candler 
building started the ball rolling out 
Peachtree. Something is always hap- 
pening in a city like Atlanta: events 
crowd one another. An office building 
is barely finished before a tenants’ 
waiting list is established; and every 
other similar building Keeps filled up. 
The influence of the new Hurt building 
will extend for a mile out Hdgewood 
avenue, and with the impetus thus 
gained frontage will trade right on 
up.

Estimated 30,000 Professional 
Mendicants Ply Trade There 


London, February 17,—(Special.j— 
The plague of locusts which afflicted 
Egypt in the days of Moses had not @ 
Sreat deal on the plague of beggars 
Which, is afflicting London in these 
twentieth century days. 

It is estimated by the Mendicity So- 
ciety that there are not less than 30,000 
professional mendicants plying their 
trade in the streets of London and 
that they collect in actual cash on the 
streets not less than $500,000 annually. 

This does not include the higher 
classes of professional beggars who 
write letters, go to the homes and busi 
ness offices for the purpose of solicit- 
ing alms, generally for some mythical 
charitable object. They are the grest 
army who codge for pennies on the 
streets. 

The society has investigated 25,000 
of these street beggars and in only one 
solitary instance has the mendicaat 
been feund worthy of alms, 

There are several different acts in 
force against the vagrant, and the man 
detected in the act of begging can be 
sent to prison; the pelice are numerous 
and well organized; yet the beggar 
snaps his fingers at the law, lives well, 
drinks deeply, and often makes an is- 
come three or four times as large as 
the average working man. Every 
keeper of a common ledging house 
could tell some very curieus tales of 
the flovrishing cireumstances of the 
men and wemen who beg during the 
day and frequent his establishment at 
night. 

It is safe to say that no laws are 
more frequently or more easily evaded 
than those directed against vegging. 
The method is simplicity itself. You 
have only to pretend that you are seli- 
ing something, and-you are perfectly 
safe! The polite cannot interfere with 
the pitiable object who stands at the 
street corner with a handful of Loot- 
laces or a dozen boxes of matches, 
however certain they may be that the 
appearance of honest trade is only @ 


blind. 


Such practitioners always get them- 

selves up as plausibly as possible—the 
men in deplorable rags, and the wo- 
men usually provided with a shivering 
child—and the feelings of the passer- 
by are pretty sure to be effectively 
stirred. Coppers, and sometimes sij- 
ver, are freely given, and the beggar 
is told to keep his goeds. The old . 
women selling matches on this princi- 
ple are a common sight in the streets 
of the West End after dark, and they 
are experts in the art of telling a 
heartrending story ina quavering voice 
to anyone who will listen te their tale 
of woe. 

There is, in fact, no end to the dodges 
practiced by beggars in the streets of 
the metrepelis. In the offices of the 
Mer.dicity Society is a curious museum 
which should be visited by anyone who 
should be tempted to waste his money 
on the miserable objects who appeal to 
him. Here may be seen all kinds of 
ingenious contrivances which go toe 
make up the stock in trade of the pre- 
fessional beggar. Imitation surgical 
appliances, splints and bandages and 
contrivances for simulating defermi- 
ties aLound, together with harrowipg 
pictures of accidents and operations 
which the beggar is supposed to have 
gone through. 

The problem is a very serious one, 
and there appears to be no adequate 
remedy.

— Accused Convict 


Thirteen years in 
enough to exact of a man for misdo- 
ings, but the completion of this term 
yesterday morning only brought to-C. 
F. Shaw a new arrest, facing a new. 
stretch in the federal prison for a 
safe-blowing in Newnan years ago, 

Since 1899 Shaw has been at liberty 
less than one year. During that brief 
span of life he was working at thw 
Jamestown exposition, “where they 
were very short of men and a fellow 
just out could get a job,” and was ar- 
rested soon after its close for a post- 
office robbery at Dunn, N. C. He was 
convicted with “New York Harry,” 
Holland and Leonard, and sent up for 
five years. The end of that sentence 
came yesterday. 

“I was guilty 
ready to admit that, 
guilty,” said Shaw in the Tower, where 
he is awaiting his new trial. “But 
they didn’t convict me fair. Inspector 
Gregory worked the case and all the 
evidence was wrong except that of one 
negro, and the inspector told me so 
himself afterwards. Leonard wasn’t 
implicated at all with us. He was far 
away at the time, but he was convict- 
ed all the same. He was afterwards 
released by Gregory and became a de- 
him. People who identified 
us never had seen us, as we were in 
another town at the time, and came 
to Dunn later.

In the instance I. mentioned I was 
rehearsing the two and a half time 
somersault. I slipped a trifle when I 
left the springboard and struck the 
back of my head in the water, having 
made two ang three-quarters turns. I 
may have twisteg my head at the time. 


‘I dove. 


At any rate the water was deflected 
into my ear and the drum broken. For 
many months after that I was com- 
pelled to have both of my ears plug- 
ged with cotton and grease whenever 
But I have overcome the 
handicap and can now compete as well 
with my ears stopped up as when I 
was free of the plugs. 


Indoors ang Out. 


There is considerable qifference be- 
tween diving indoors and outdoors, 
the difference being in the height of 
the springboard above the water. In 
outdoor competition the board is from 
80 to 40 feet above the water line. In 
indoor from 8 to 10 feet. Considerable 
agility and acrobatic skill is required 
of the fancy diver who essays the in- 
door game. Out of doors there is not 
20 much agility required as daring. 
Personally I believe there is more 
grace .required in the outdoor work, 
however. 

In both kinds of competition the 
Same stunts are used. There are eight 
regular stunts, five of which are re- 
quired in the championships. Three 
ethers are optional. with the contest- 
ant. If a man has any desire to be a 
champion he must know all eight and 
be letter perfect in them. 

A man cannot be too young when he 
Starts in to learn the fancy diving 
game. The younger the better, for he 
is more liable t« take chances when a 
lad and learn the more difficult an- 
gles of the sport before he realizes 
what chances he actually is taking. [fn 
my own case I starteg training twelve 
years ago at Fritz Meyers’ natatorium 
in Chicago. It had always been my 
ambition to become a fancy diver, and 
I started out to get to the tep if pos- 
sible. My first silver medal came 


Then, naturally, I wanted to Become 
the champion of the city. After that 
came the natural wish ‘to take the 
national title, and I finally got there, 
but it took a long time. Like golf, it 
takes months and years of constant 


game, but once you get the knack it’s 
yours forever. 


Must Have Inclivation, 


There is no use trying to be a fancy 
diver, however, if a man does not 
have the desire and the nerve to keep 
on in the face of the toughest kind 
of discouragements. It is not neces- 
sary to be an expert swimmer to be 
a champion diver. Of coufse it helps 
a lot to. understand swimming and, 
naturally, you have to know’ enough 
about it to paddle back to the ladder 
after you have taken your leap. 

If a man is a good acrobat on a 
mat in the gymnasium he stands an 
excellent chance of being a good fancy 
diver. The athlete working on a mat 
does not find so mugh danger in the 
water and frequently can do stunts 
that make the best of the fancy 
divers turn green with envy.’ 

The fact that there are comparative- 
ly few fancy divers when compared 
to speed or distance swimmers can be 

attributed to many reasons. Each man 
has his particular bent. On a track 
team there are more runners than pole 
vaulters. In fact I believe the pole 
vaulter stands in about the same rela- 
tive position to @ track team that a 
fancy diver does to a swimming team. 
In both cases nerve is required and in 
both instances the stunt is spectacular 
for the onlookers. 

There’s a pleasure in diving cor- 
rectly that can only be experienced 
in this sport. Nothing spoils an ex- 
hibition so much as a noticeable 
splash. You must learn’to cut the 
water like a knife. To accomplish 
thig constant practice is required. A 
fancy diver can go years and still be 
able to go through al! his stunts, but 
he’s liable to hit the water like a ton 
of bricks. A few trials, however, puts 
him back on his old paces again. 


No Age Limit. 


There is an age limit to fancy div- 
ing the same as in everything else, as 
far as a championship is concerned. 
There always must come a time in a 
man’s life when he finds certain mus- 
cles do not work as smoothly and 
Pliantly as when he wags younger. 
Stunts which came easy as rolling off 
a log become laborious. This is the, 
time to quit ectual competition and go 
in for the love of the sport alone. Men 
do not care to take the same chances 
either when they grow' older. 

There’s this good thing about fancy 
diving, though, that is not true of all 
sports—a man can keep his muscles 
in smooth working order and his 
nerves certain for a longer length of 
time. But when he starts going back 
he goes back fast. Yet he always can 
put up a passable exhibition and al- 
ways has the keen pleasure that comes 
to the fancy diver when going through 
the stunts. It’s one pastime which 
néver loses its charms and always af-

Dixon was ruler of the feather- 
weights and bantams, Gans of the 
lightweights, and Walcott became 
master of the welters. 

Dixon Popular. 

Dixon was the most popular 
that ever raised a glove. He was 
likewise the greatest ring artist. His 
career started in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
in 1886, when he knocked out Young 
Johnson. The following year hecame 
to this country and located in Boston. 
He had twenty-six fights in Massa- 
chusetts cities ang in Other eastern 
towns, dating from 1887 to February 
7, 1890, wher he met Cal McCarthy for 
the bantam championship of America. 
The men fought seventy rounds to a 
draw with two-ounce gloves. 

Dixon was a different miller from 
the general runoffighters. Where, as 
a rule, coming champions knock out 
most of their opponents in the early 
days of their careers, Dixon played 
safe and was content with winning 
over his opponents. All the time he 
was learning cleverness, but when he 
fought McCarthy he did not look like 
the star he became later. 

“Little Chocolate’ had four fights 
after the memorable affair. with. Mc- 
Carthy, and then Tom O'Rourke took 
him to Loridon, where in June, 1890, 
he defeated Nunc Wallace, bantam 
champion of England, in eighteen 
rounds. Nine months later he again 
fought McCarthy for the bantam 
championship of America and won it 
at Troy, N. Y., in twenty-two rounds. 
Next he met Abe Willis, the Australian 
champion, at San Francisco and 
knocked him out in fiverounds. Dixon 
became bantam champion of the world 
as a result of this fight. 

There being no good men left in the 
bantam class for him to meet, he 
fought several featherweights and 
whipped them, one after another. A 
year after his battle with Willis he 
was matched with Fred Johnson for 
the world’s featherweight champion- 
ship. They struggleq at Coney Island 
for a $5,000 purse and Dixon dropped 
Johnson for the count in the four- 
teenth round. 

Dixon continued in the game until 
1906. In 1900 he lost the feather- 
weight title to Terry McGovern, 

Wealeott the Goods. 

In the "90s, Joe Walcott blazed a trail 
for lightweights. welterweights and 
middleweights that was hard to follow. 
Walcott was a welterweight but he 
trained down to 133 pounds for Kid 
Lavigne when the kid was champion 
at that weight in 1895 and the Michi- 
gander gave him &a terrific lacing. Be- 
fore the Lavigne fight, and after, Wal- 
cott was universally feared. He was 
animalistic in his attacks and estab- 
lished a string of knockouts. Walcott 
Was a powerful puncher and never 
hesitated to fight a man from ten to 
60 pounds heavier than himself. 

His first fight with Mysterious Bil- 
ly Smith was one of the most bruta! 
ever staged. Emith was protected by 
two sets of articles and after 15 fierce 
rounds had been reeled off, Smith’s 
handler, Jim Westcott, told the referee 
the Lattle was over. The decision was 
a draw and the backers of Smith thus 
saved their money.

These three negroes were the most 
famed in the history of pugilism.

He is not swelled with pride, how- 
ever, and by his old friends he is as 
well liked as champion of the world 
as he was when he couldn't be sold 
for $50. He is the hero of baseball, 
He is wor- 
shipped by every American boy: and 
he is a universal topic of conversa- 
tion. He is as well known as Presi- 
dent Taft—and more popular. 


Thought Baseball. 


Cobb has merely developed a talent 
inborn in him. From the very first, 
when he rode along a country road, 
winding a cord ball, his one thought 
has been baseball. The same Ty thar 
batted rocks and smashed window 
panes is now batting baseballs and 
smashing records. The ‘bucolic boy 
with the baseball bug who was fired 
by a bush league manager for hitting 
a home run, has developed into tne 
greatest baseball player the world has 
ever known. 

Coob’s brilliant career if record- 
breaking performances will always pe 
a model to the thousands of boys who 
‘ong to be ball players. 

And he has not run his course yet. 

He is still a young man. And ai- 
though the life of a player in the 
major leagues ages a man physically 
very fast, Cobo its still a young piayer 
as players go. True, he takes big 
chances daily. He risks his legs or 
his neck almost every game througn- 
out the season. He has always taken 
the risks of the diamond, ever zince 
his boyhood days—the rush, and 
vigor, and energy, and danger whicn 
are the very life of the great Ameri- 
can game. And through it all he has 
passed unscathed, irrepressible, irre- 
gistible, the uncrowned King of base- 
dail. 
Cobb's star of fortune has been with 
him always. It shines brighter year 
by year. And although it now fairry 
dims all other stars in the sky of 
baseball, it bids fair to go on still in- 
creasing in brightness through the 
season of 1912.

FOR KAISER’S NAVY 
Total Cost of Battleship Just 


| Launched Will Reach 
| $11,888,750. 


Kiel, Germany, February 17.—The 
Germany battleship Prinz Regent Luit- 
pold, the twelfth dreadnought of the 
imperial navy, was launched today in 
the presence of Emperor William, 
Prince and Princess Ludwig of bavaria 
and other members of the royal fam- 
ily. 

The Prinz Regeat Luitpold which is 
practically identical with the buattle- 
ships Kaiser, Kaiserin, L’riedrich der 
Grosse and Koenig Al!bert, the last 
of which is to ne taunched in March, 
has a tonnaz> of vt.eu) and is armed 
with ten 12-ineh and fourteen 6-inch 
guns. She has a speed of 21 Knots ard 
her turbines are adapied fer the con- 
sumption of either coal or vil fuel. 

The German naval authorities have 
abandoned in this class ef batticsnaips 
the grouping of the turreis intu. port 
and starboard batteries, which systein 
they argued for a long time, was su- 
perior to the American practice vf dis- 
posing the turrets so that the big 
guns could be fired from either side. 

The new ships have five turrets, 
three of which are on the center line 
fore and aft and the ot»er two are 
echelonned amidships. In this way two 
guns are saved and the fighting value 
of the ships remains unimpaired by 
their absence. 

The total cost of construction .f the 
Prinz Regent Luitpold was $11,888,750, 
which is practically the same as was 
expended on her predecessors of the 
st Friedland class, although she is 
Anuch bigger. 

The battleships Kaiser and Fried- 
rich der Grosse are to join the fleet 
next autumn, while the other three 
are to be ready for commission in 
1913.

FRANCHISE TAXES 
CONFERENCE HELD 


Tax Committee of City Council 
Calls Upon President 
Arkwright. 


The tax committee of council and 
President Preston 8S. Arkwright, of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, held a conference Saturday 
morning in regard to the tax returns 
which have been made by the com- 
pany to the city. 

Members Of the tax committee think 
that the company should not deduct 
franchise taxes from percentage taxes, 
and Mr. Arkwright disagrees with 
them. 

The company pays the city 2 per cent 
of its gross earnings. There is a state 
law taxing street car companies on 
their franchises. This franchise tax 
is deducted by the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company from the city's 
tax. There is a special legislative ac* 
which allows such reductions — to be 
made. Mr. Arkwright did not claim 
that his company was acting under 
this special law, but stated that the 
deduction was made under a consolida- 
tion ordinance adopted by council. It 
is this ordinance which has caused a 
difference of opinion. 

The tax committee will meet again 
Monday morning for the purpose of 
threshing out the matter so a report 
can be made to council Monday after- 
noon. 

During the tax conference the elec- 
fric light question and the proposition 
to get cheaper street car fares were 
Councilman Chambers said 
he wanted a reduction of the minimum 
light rate from $2 to $1 and-a full ad- 
justment of all franchises which have 
been guaranteed by the city. Mr, Ark- 
wright said he did not think a munici- 
pal lighting plant would #solve the 
question of rates, as the railroad com- 
mission had to be taken into consider- 


ation.

Julius C. Johnson, for twenty-eight 
years United States deputy marshal in 
the northern district of Georgia died 
yesterday at his home on Walker street 
near Stonewall where he had lived for 
many years. 

Mr. Johnson came to the federal 
marshal’s force in Atlanta when Gen- 
eral Longstreet was marshal and there 
was but one district wm the state. He 
was a brave and fearless officer. To 
his care was entrusted many of the 
most difficult and dangerous cases 
coming to the federal marshal’s offices, 
He took part in the round up of that 
big gang of land plrates in Dodge 
county and other points in that section 
of the state twenty-five years ago and 


was largely instrumental in securing 


evidence which sent to the federal pen- 
itentiary a number of prominent men. 

Mr. Johnson was a native of Merri- 
wether county and when a young man 
enlisted at his home in the First Geor- 
gia reserves, his regiment being as- 
signed to guard union prisoners at An- 
dersonville. Mr. Johnson is survived 
by his wife and one son, Albert John- 
on, who is engaged in the mercantile 
business at Shady Dale. 

Marshal Waiter Jehnson directed 
members of his force to go to the John- 
son home as a guard of honor and to 
render any service that might be re- 
quired of them. 

The funeral will be held this after- 
noon at 4 o’clock in St. Philip’s ca- 
thedral, Rev. C. T. A. Pise officiating.

STOPS NEGRO, PURSUED BY MOB 


After shooting and fatally injuring 
Vashti Dumas, a negro woman, in the 
rear of the Atlanta Atuomobile school 
on Ivy street, about 11 o’clock last 
night, Jim Anderson, a negro youth, 20 
years old, ran through the center of 
the city, pursued by a rapidly increas- 
ing mob, and attracting the attention of 
large crowds. 

He was finally knocked down by a 
brick thrown by a soldier, who stated 
that Anderson had drawn a gun on 
him. The negro was sent to the 
Grady hospital by Officer Greer, where 
it was thought, late last night, that he, 
as well as the woman, would die. He 
had been @dly stabbed with a knife 
prior to starting on his desperate 
flight. 


Anderson, who stated that he lived 
in the rear of 125 Washington street, 
shot Vashti Dumas,a resident of Pitts- 
burg, in the back of the head and in 
the body. The woman’s coat was ina 
blaze as she fell to the ground. 

Immediately after the firing, Ander- 
son set out on his wild run, crossed 
Peachtree, fled past the Piedmont ho- 
tel, and darted headlong down Luckie 
street. A crowd by that time was in 


hot pursuit, and by the time he reached |

brought to bay by the soldier’s brick. 
Anderson admitted shooting the Du- 
mas woman, but his story does not ac- 
count for the knife wounds which, it is

Bearish operations met with more suc- 
céss in the refined cotton seed oil mar- 
ket during the past week, and prices 
have displayed an easier tendency. Un- 


_ certainty surrounding the March deliv- 
“ery has dampened bullish enthusiasm 


for nearby shipments, as it ig believed 
that an extensive long interest will be 
to NMquidate before April 1. 
Short covering since the turn of the 
month has been active, and the elimi- 


nation of'a large percentage of short 


contracts has apparently weakened the 
speculative position of the market. 
Crude oil.in the south did not change 
materially, although offerings were 
freer in all sections, with buyers show- 
ing little disposition to operate. Re- 
ceipts of refined oil were of compara- 
tively liberal character, and the ap- 
pearance of real oil tended to ease the 
cash delivery. 

Developments in the crude oil mar- 
ket were watched with interest, and 
were satistied to 
offer riore freely 
the bearish contingent to be the first 
the establishment of a 
lower price level. The attitude of the 
crushers tveemed to have been occa- 
sioned by freer shipments of seed from 
plantations and a slight improvement in 
quality. The great problem, however, 
which confronts the trade is, what per- 
centage of the seed output is going to 
be,erushed? If this question could be 
solved, traders would not hesitate to 
operate extensively, but tHe vital sta- 
tistics governing the market are so 
much in the dark that traders are very 
much at sea regarding actual condi- 


. tions, In the meantime the speculative 


contingent is swaying back and forth, 
using’ transient developments to influ- 
ence prices, ° 

Sevéral of the larger refining inter- 
ests are conservatively bullish at pres- 
ent quotations, and base their attitude 
on the continued high refining loss, 
the deterioration of seed under unfa- 
vorable climatic conditions and a fair 
consuming inquiry both for home and 
export purposes. Former estimates of 
an ofl production of over 4,000,000 bar- 
rels are now believed to be excessive. 
In some quarters it is even stated that

Consumers, however, are pursu- 
ing a conservative policy, and while 
considerable future cotton oil has been 
purchased by western packers, the 
opinion prevajis that this oil is held 
speculatively and not for manufactur- 


ing requirements. Lard compound 
makers in this vicinity are doing an 
excellent business, and the demand for 
the home and foreign trades is fully 
equal if not above the seasonable aver- 
age. The fact that nearby oil is selling 
at a heavy discount from future ship- 
ments has enabled manufacturers -to 
purchase frem hand to mouth at a 
profit, and this policy will probably be 
followed as long as the ratio of prices 
is favorable. The margarine trade is 
buying steadily for nearby shipment, 
but the soap kettle is still holding back 
owing to the depression prevalent in 
the local tallow market. Bearish ma- 
‘nipulation in London has kept the ten- 
dency of tallow downward, and con- 
tinued lower cables are fully reflected 
in the prices of tallow here.

TO LARGE AUDIENCE AT GRAND

forth enthusiastic applause. Mrs. Rob- 
ert Lee Cooney, who did much to make

Most Charming Figure. 

In the swing dance, electric light 
festooned swings, a suggestion from 
the “Areadians,” were featured, with a 
bevy of young girls and their escorts. 
It was a most charming figure, and 
particularly notable for grace and 
beauty was Miss Edith Branson, one 
of the dancers. 

The. “Parisian Romance” possessed 
an indescribable charm all its own, so 
much so that. several recalls hardly 
satisfied the audience. It was piquant 
and tantilizing, with a hint of Paris 
and its people strongly brought out, 

Standing out prominently at the 
matinee Saturday was the work of Miss 
Nina Gentry, who @&anced as the Rou- 
manian princess in the Roumanian folk 
dance. To the strains of “The Merry 
Widow” waltz, she and Mr. Lynwood 
danced with the beautiful dreamy 
music of Lehar. Mise Gentry surpassed 
even the expectations ~of those who 
knew of her ability as a dancer. In 
her dark costume, heavily brocaded, she 
was the personification of the haughty, 
insolent beauty of the Balkans, moved 
by a half-barbaric impulse to dance a 
last dance before she left her country 
for Paris. The ballet was finely ren- 
dered, the performance of Miss Helen 
Cowles calling for special notice.

| Dear State Editor: Permit me to 
express my appreciation, through your 
valuable column, of the admirable 
work Being done by Mrs. J. H. Red- 
ding, chairman program committee of 
the D, A. R., In her series of aistoric 
questions.

trying themi, that there are too many! 
of these questions for one mecting 
of a chapter which has considerable 
business to transact. But 1 @m sure 
it would repay any chapter to take 
a few of the most i ortant ques- 
tions ang dwell minutely upon them, 
giving vivid little pen pictures of the 
conditions, etc, of tnose times and 
allowing the chapter time for gen- 
eral discussion of those events. This 
would impress facts better upon the 
hearers. It is, of course, of the ut- 
most importance that all D. A. K, 
chapters be deeply versed in ¢ Onial 
and revolutionary history. Any chap- 
ter lacking in such knowledge would 
be as incomplete as would the play

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OLD NINE O’CLOCK GERMAN 
CLUB COMPARED WITH NEW 


In turning over the records of the 
Nine O'Clock German Club to. the 
present regime, Mr. Charles 8. Nor- 
then, who was for many years the 
treasurer of the club, feels a perfect- 
ly clear conscience regarding every 
dollar of the money which he handled 
except one dollar, which was given 
out in paying the expenses of one of 
the first Germans, which took place 
twenty-nine years ago. 

Mr. Northen has not been called 
upon to render any account to. the 
present management, but in preserv- 
ing the social data of Atlanta it is 
just as well have accurate facts, he 
thinks, 

“Although the Nine O'Clock German 
Club wae the first social dancing or- 
it is scarcely twenty-nine 
years ago since we organized, and 
even the charter members are not 
what we would call pioneer citizens,” 
said Mr, Northen, as. he drew from 
his pocket a small note book. ° 

“TI have noted so much said when- 
ever the club gives a large entertain- 
ment about the older members, where- 
as, in reality there are very few ‘older 
members.’ Joseph Thompson was our 
first president, and I was an officer; 
also Joseph Orme. 

“If there is any point which should 
be made in reproducing the back his- 
tory of the Nine O’Clock Vlub it is the 
praiseworthy economy the first mem- 
bers practiced, and it was in our econ- 
omy that the item for which I can 
not account as treasurer must nave 
arisen. The item I refer to is this, 
that in the list of expenditures for 
the first hop in 1883 1 notice $1 was 
paid out to Mr. Martin Amorous for 
‘attention to punch.’ What that ‘at- 
tention’ is I cannot recall, but I do 
know Martin was paid the dollar. At 
that time the $30 charged for the 
rent of the hall always included free 
punch. Now in consultation with a 
group of the charter members, they are 
unable to recall what ‘attention’ to 
punch could have been, unless thie 
beverage may have been a trifle wea!: 
and Amorous may have gone out an: 
found something with which to spilt: 
it, and for which, of course, he wi: 
entitled to a dollar. 


Cost of the First German. 


‘The first German ofr the Nine 


Club followed very 
soon after our organization,” contin- 
used Mr. Northen. “It was in March, 
1883. We met in the Kimball house 
and Joseph Thompson was the first 
president. The late Howell Glenn was 
vice president, Joe Orme secretary and 
R. B. Rainey treasurer. I afterwards 
succeeded Rainey as treasurer. The 
members were J. G. Zachry, E. W. 
Marsh, Jr., Eugene Buckner, R. B. 
Rainey, R. W. Rood, Loving McGood- 
win, Tom Erwin, J. D. Bradford, C. W. 
Crankshaw, W. D. Dean, Frank Hol- 
land, Joseph T. Orme, M. F. Amorous, 
C.. 8. Northen, W. A. Harris, H. CG 
Glenn, W. A. Harris, H. C, Glenn, C. A. 
Sanders, E. C. Calloway,’ Thomas B. 
Paine, Samuel Hall, Frank Gordon, 
P. B. Patterson, J. C. Freeman, J. 8&8. 
Clarke, J, J. Covington, 85. D. Wood- 
son, J.-N. Harris, Alexander W. Smith, 
T. A. Hammond, Hal Northen, J. H.

“We determined to make our first 
entertainment elegant in every respect, 
and we had cards of invitation, but 
after that formal! invitations were sent 
only to distinguished visitors.” 

The cost of the first entertainment 
was $146, and Mr. Northen showed the 
items as follows: Bill for favors, $65; 
for invitations, $30; music, $17.50; cards’ 
$3.25; rent of Kimball house ball room, 
$30; making a total of $146. 


Hop Less Expensive. 


“Now this was considered pretty 
steep, but as it was our first enter- 
tainment,” continued Mr. Northen, “we 
went into it on an expensive scale, 
but not so with the hop, which would 
have cost only $66 if it had not been 
for the aforesaid dollar, which had to 
be paid to Martin Amorous. 

“Now the hops had to be given al- 
ternately with the germans because 
so many of the members could not 
and would not attend round dances.” 

“Did religious scruples enter here?’ 
was asked Mr. Northen, but he 

i vhed heartily at the suggestion. 

,o, some of the men did not know 
to waltz, but they could dance 
ancers and quadrille if the fig- 

1es were called, and we had to keep 
in im order to give expensive ger- 
mans, so the hops’ were arranged for 
their pleasure.

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“She was a complex personality. I! 
would like to know the psychological 
influences which made her one minute

It was hard to believe she was 
the same woman who but an hour 
before had charmed the hundreds who 
saw her by her sprightliness, her agil- 
ity, her naivette, her grace, her ev- 
erything that makes a woman adora- 
ble. She was simply just plain dull, 
and the two others, just rising and 
probably never to get any higher, were 
the winners of the evening. 

“As it is with the stars on the stage, 


let me tell you {@ is with the lesser: 


lights, and I sometimes wonder when I 
see men, old and young men, who pride 
themselves on their conquests, on their 
knowledge of the world, and women, 
seeking the woreen of the stage who 
do the minor parts—who age so com- 
monplace, so hopelessly without at- 
traction or interest as to make one 
marvel they could earn even the paltry 
pittance per week. 

“Why the other night in another 
city I went into a theatrical club. I

Honorary Members. 

“There were several honorary mem- 
bers in our original organization, but 
I only recall now the names of Colo- 
nel Lowry and Colonel Willis E. Ra- 
gan. They had to be made honorary 
members because they were married 
and at that time only single men were 
eligible to membership. | 

“After organization, however, s0 
many romances gre wout of the ger- 
mans that the members began to mar- 
ry and the effort then was to keep 
hold of the married men rather than 
find them ineligible. Our entertain- 
ments took place twice in the dining 


room of the old Markham house, but 
| when the new Kimball was built we 
returned to the ball room there, where 
all our entertainments were given un- 
til the ball room of the new Driving 
Club was built. Then came on the 
more costly entertainments of the 
club and now—well. 

“I can tell you if any man in the 
old days dared to send his girl a pre- 
tentious bouquet I do not know what 
would have happened to him, while for 
the amount of $5 every man took his 
girl to the german. We chartered a 
one-mule car for $5. It came to the 
side entrance of the Kimball house at 
1 o’clock in the morning and stayed 
there until we were ready to go, 
Then the car would go out on the 
north side, letting each couple off. On 
the return trip the car would take up 
the men, bringing them to their near- 
est point to their homes, Of course, 
there were several young ladies liv- 
ing on the south side, Misses Beck- 
with, the Misses Brockenborough, 
Miss Mollie Belger,and for them car- 
riages had to be rented on account of 
the distance. There was a good deal 
of crowding in them, however, and 
extravagance was as much discour- 
aged in those days as it is encour- 
aged in these. 

The Pienics. 

“The club always gave a picnic in 
picnic season in the early days, ana 
| many incidents of these are amusing, 
but there is no use to publish tnem. 
I recall one picnic we gave out at tne 
Chattahoochee river, when we had a 
visiting man down from New York. 
|He had the best sort of clothes—the 
‘latest fashion. But at that time notn- 
ing to drink could be sold in Fulton 
county, so we had a little boat char- 
tered, and during the day little trips 
were made across the river to Cobb 
county. 

“On one of the return trips’ the 
boat was a little too full and tipped 
over. The only one who fell out was 
the man from New York, but he was 
a sport. We took him to a farm 
house near by, borrowed aé_e calico 
shirt, jeans trousers and a short coat 
from a farmer boy, and the stranger 
went back to the party and danced 
with as much ease as if he had never 
left off his New York togs. 

“The picnics then changed to rather 
pretentious gatherings at Litnta 
Springs, and now—I need not tell tne 
expense of the Nine O’Clock German 
entertain@™® nts—where they give away 
gold bracelets, everybody has to get 
his own rig and there is no ‘free 
punch with the hall.’” 

Cost of Last German. 

The cost of the last entertainment of 
the club was $367. Of this $292 was 
paid out for supper; music, $60; rent 
of ball room, $15; prize for the ladies, 
$10. 

This was paid out from the club 
treasury, but then there are the incli- 
dental expenses to each member tak-

ing a lady. Unless he owns his own

There are sixty members in the 
club who are unmarried; twelve mar- 
ried men members, and always a walt- 
ing list of fifteen or twenty. 

In the case of the last entertainment 
there was the further incidental ex- 
pense of the fancy costumes, as the 
guests came en masque. As Many as 
ten married couples are entertained at 
each german, these acting as chape- 
rons.
